Winchell 
trial turns 
spotlight 

on DADT

P rivate Calvin Glover last week 
pleaded guilty to beating Private 
First Class Barry Winchell to 
death with a baseball bat on the night 
of July 5. 

Winchell was 
sleeping on a 
cot in the bar¬ 
racks of Fort 
Campbell, Ken¬ 
tucky when 
Glover took his 
gruesome 
swings. A mili¬ 
tary court sen¬ 
tenced him to 
life in prison, with the chance for pa¬ 
role, last Thursday, December 9. 

Winchell faced increasing anti-gay 
harassment in the months leading up 
to his death. It coincided with his dat¬ 
ing a transgendered woman. Gay sol¬ 
diers and local community members 
alerted the Servicemembers Legal De¬ 
fense Network (SLDN) to the assault 
and the organization pressed to make 
sure that the Army investigation did 
not ignore or downplay anti-gay as¬ 
pects to the murder. 

Glover’s conviction has turned the 
spotlight on the “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell” (DADT) policy, with President 
Bill Clinton and Vice President A1 
Gore both speaking out against the 
policy, which Clinton implemented 
after failing to lift the ban on gays in 
the military as he had promised when 
he ran for president in 1992.

W illie Brown easily beat his challenger, 
Board of Supervisors President Tom 
Ammiano, in San Francisco’s runoff 
mayoral election Tuesday, December 
14, Preliminary election returns showed 
Brown well ahead - 60 percent to 40 per¬ 
cent - of Ammiano with almost all of the 
ballots counted. 

Brown’s landslide victory makes him 
the first San Francisco mayor in 16 years 
to win two consecutive terms. Ammiano, 
who stunned nearly everyone last month 
with his historic write-in candidacy that 
propelled him into the runoff, conceded 
defeat early Wednesday morning in his bid 
to be the first openly gay mayor of a major 
American city. 

Brown claimed victory. “I want to meet 
your expectations,” the mayor told hun¬ 
dreds of supporters who gathered at the 
Longshoremen’s Flail on Fisherman’s 
Wharf. “I want to be the representative of 
all the people of this city. The challenges 
of the next four years are out there.” 

When forced into the runoff with the 
more liberal Ammiano, Brown, a liberal 
Democrat who used to be speaker of the 
state Assembly, had to turn to more con¬ 
servative voters for support while at the

CDC pushes for 
HIV reporting 

California to choose 
between names and numbers

A t the urging of the federal 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC), 
most health departments around 
the country have already begun to 
track cases of HIV infection by 
collecting the names of individu¬ 
als who test positive and report¬ 
ing these names to the govern¬ 
ment. So it came as no surprise 
when the CDC reaffirmed its po¬ 
sition in a December 9 statement 
that virtually guarantees HIV re¬ 
porting will soon be common¬ 
place in all 50 states. 

What was surprising, however, 
was the CDC’s announcement 
that it would offer financial and 
technical assistance to states that 
choose codes, rather than names, 
as their method of HIV reporting. 


Previously not funded due to 
CDC’s concerns over accuracy, the 
codes - known as unique identi¬ 
fiers - assign numbers and letters 
specific to each individual who 
gets an HIV test, in order to ensure 
confidentiality. With the CDC’s 
new willingness to fund code¬ 
based systems, states that have al¬ 
ready adopted a names-based re¬ 
porting system could easily switch 
to codes, and states not yet report¬ 
ing HIV cases - like California - 
could implement a unique identi¬ 
fier system from the start. 

“I think this could be a break¬ 
through,” Matt Coles, director of 
the AIDS project at the American 
Civil Liberties Union (ACLU), 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

The move to fund unique 
identifiers is particularly impor¬ 
tant in California, according to 
AIDS advocates, because the state 


Davis criticized for 
blocking parole of gay man

G overnor Gray Davis is under 
fire for blocking the parole 
of a gay man convicted of 
murdering a classmate who 
“outed” and physically attacked 
him on the night of his high school 
graduation. The governor’s action 
overturns a decision by a Los An¬ 
geles County Superior Court judge 
that would have freed Robert 
Rosenkrantz in January 2001. 

“There’s nobody that doesn’t 
want him released except the gov¬ 
ernor,” said Rosenkrantz’s attor¬ 
ney, Rowan Klein. Rosenkrantz 
has drawn wide support, even 
from members of the victim’s 
family. Rosenkrantz’s supporters 
include the victim’s grandmother, 
Los Angeles County District At¬ 
torney Gil Garcetti, the judge who 
presided over the murder trial, 
and the sheriff’s detective who in¬ 
vestigated the case. 

In 1985, 17-year-old Steven 
Redman disrupted a graduation 
party hosted by Rosenkrantz, then 
18, at his family’s Southern Cali¬ 
fornia beach house. Redman 
called Rosenkrantz a “faggot,” 
clubbed him with a flashlight, 
broke his nose, and shot him with 
a stun gun. 

Redman continued his tor¬ 
ment by exposing Rosenkrantz’s 
homosexuality to his father, who 
disowned his son and threw him 
out of the house. Rosenkrantz tes¬ 
tified he was forced to live out of 
his car and became despondent. 
He bought an Uzi, confronted 
Redman at his Malibu home, and 
demanded Redman retract his 
“outing.” When Redman refused, 
Rosenkrantz opened fire, killing 
him. Rosenkrantz surrendered to 
authorities three weeks later. He 
was eventually convicted of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder, and sen¬ 
tenced to 17 years to life in prison. 

Rosenkrantz is serving time at 
the medium security California 
Men’s Colony in San Luis Obispo 
where he’s described as a model 
inmate. He has earned a college 
degree in prison and tutors other 


inmates. 

Attorney Klein said he will file 
a lawsuit challenging Davis’s deci¬ 
sion blocking his client’s parole. 
Klein contends Davis is breaking 
the law by vowing to automatical¬ 
ly stop the parole of all convicted 
murderers without considering 
the merits of each case. So far, the 
governor has blocked all 18 
paroles granted by the Board of 
Prison Terms since taking office. 
The Board of Prison Terms de¬ 
cides whether to grant parole to 
inmates serving life with the pos¬ 
sibility of parole. 

Klein said Davis’s decision 
came as no surprise to 
Rosenkrantz. “He’s disappointed 
but not surprised in light of the 
governor’s statements that the only 
way he would allow a murderer to 
leave prison is in a pine box.” 

Davis’s spokesman, Michael 
Bustamante, did not return re¬ 
peated calls from the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, but in an interview about 
the case with the Los Angeles 
Times, he said Davis has been 
“consistent in his feelings.” 

“Taking a life is such a serious 
offense,” Bustamante told the 
Times, “that he’s hard-pressed to 
see any reason why these folks 
should be let free, particularly 
early.” 

The Rosenkrantz case appears 
to be generating the most heat of 
any of the previous paroles Davis 
halted. In an editorial published 
on Friday, December 10, the 
Sacramento Bee strongly con¬ 
demned the governor’s decision. 
“Justice without mercy: Robert 
Rosenkrantz deserves to be re¬ 
leased,” the editorial headlined. 
The paper said Davis’s blanket de¬ 
nial of parole to murderers under 
any circumstances has turned the 
parole system into “a farce.” 

“Rosenkrantz committed a ter¬ 
rible crime,” the editorial conclud¬ 
ed. “He was 18 years old, had been 
assaulted and ‘outed’ by his victim 
and thrown out of his house by his 
father. He was under tremendous 
stress. He’s now spent 15 years in 
prison and paid his debt. He de¬ 
serves to be paroled.” V

Legislature has already approved 
an HIV reporting system based on 
unique identifiers. Governor Gray 
Davis vetoed the measure in the 
fall due to lack of binding. 

Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden (D-San Francisco), who 
introduced the legislation, said 
that she will do so again in the 
Legislature’s 2000 session. Davis 
promised to sign California’s 
unique identifier bill if the CDC 
funded it; now the bill, if passed 
again, could become the law that 
AIDS advocates have fought for 
throughout the state. 

“The CDC decision to fund 
unique identifier systems is good 
news for California,” Chris An¬ 
ders, legislative counsel to the 
ACLU, told the B.A.R. “Now there 
are no more excuses.” 

On the flip side, the CDC con¬ 
tinues to recommend the use of 
names over unique identifiers, a 
recommendation that could have 
an effect on which way California 
decides to go.

DSCS needs holiday help

D olores Street Community 
Services (DSCS), the orga¬ 
nization dedicated to pro¬ 
viding housing, sanctuary, and 
support in San Francisco’s Mis¬ 
sion and Castro neighborhoods, 
needs the community’s help in 
creating a garden to surround the 
residence of formerly homeless 
people with AIDS. 

The Richard M. Cohen resi¬ 
dence, a Victorian cottage that 
serves as an oasis for people living 
with AIDS, needs a wheelbarrow, 
pruning shears, trowels, hoes, and 
a small chain saw. The gardens are 
therapeutic to the home’s resi¬ 
dents, who invest much time and 
energy in its upkeep. The home is 
the only state licensed care facility 
that is not located in an institu¬ 
tional setting, and provides 24- 
hour care, medical and attendant 
services, meals, and case manage¬ 
ment to 10 women and men. 

Founded in 1982, DSCS also 
runs the Dolores Housing Pro¬ 
gram, the largest provider of 
emergency shelter and food to 
Latinos and the working poor, 
and a much-used community 
center at 938 Valencia Street. The 
organization just announced the 


election of two openly gay men, 
Miguel Garcia-Vidal and Ric 
Meyer, to its board of directors. 

‘T’ve always been very interest¬ 
ed in the program because it 
brings together two very impor¬ 
tant populations to me, Hispanics 
and people with HIV,” said Gar¬ 
cia-Vidal. “I hope to build on 
what we have, improving out¬ 
reach, fundraising, and awareness 
of our housing programs.” 

Many people who stay in DSCS 
shelters are unaware that the orga¬ 
nization is sponsoring those shel¬ 
ters, according to Garcia-Vidal, be¬ 
cause they are staying in churches. 

“The more they know we are 
out there,” said Garcia-Vidal, “the 
more they will use us.” 

Meyer said the homeless prob¬ 
lem was important to him as well, 
and that he would concentrate on 
better serving that population. 

“There’s plenty more work to 
be done,” said Meyer. “Homeless¬ 
ness is a really big problem and 
the city is not doing enough.” 

DSCS could also use a Pentium- 
class computer and is now accept¬ 
ing donations for its annual toiletry 
drive for shelter residents. ▼

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End ‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’ 


V he brutal murder last July of Private 
1 First Class Barry Winchell at Fort 
S Campbell, Kentucky was only addi¬ 
tional evidence that President Bill Clinton’s 
infamous “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell, Don’t Pur¬ 
sue” policy regarding gays and lesbians in 
the military is an abysmal failure. There 
have been countless examples of gays and 
lesbians being drummed out of the armed 
forces since Clinton’s spineless compromise 
became law in 1993. The number of soldiers 
discharged for being gay or lesbian from 
1993 to 1999 has nearly doubled; there have 
been an average of 312 discharges a year. 

Under the policy, gay and lesbian mili¬ 
tary personnel who keep their sexual orien¬ 
tation private may continue to serve and are 
supposed to be protected from investigation 
and expulsion by their superiors. It is 
painfully obvious that DADT does not work 
and has never worked. It seems that it took 
a soldier’s death to finally make politicians 
take notice and speak out against DADT. 

This sudden flood of opposition to 
DADT by Democratic presidential and Sen¬ 
ate candidates - and by Clinton himself - has 
captured media attention across the country. 
Last Saturday, the president said in a radio 
interview that DADT is “out of whack.” Why 
did it take him six years to realize that? 

A few months ago, Democratic presi¬ 
dential candidate Bill Bradley came out 
against the flawed policy, and on Tuesday, 
Vice President A1 Gore, who’s also running 
for president, said DADT should be elimi¬ 
nated. His statement came four days after 
Private Calvin Glover, 18, was convicted in 
a court-martial of murder and sentenced to 
life in prison for the bludgeoning death of 
Winchell, 21, who was rumored to be gay. It 
had been revealed during the Army’s inves¬ 
tigation after Winchell’s murder that he 
faced increasing anti-gay harassment on the 
base while dating a transgendered woman. 

Last Sunday, the top story on 60 Minutes 
spotlighted the issue of gays in the military 
and the Winchell case in particular. Re¬ 
porter Ed Bradley talked with former sol¬ 
dier Javier Torres, who was stationed at Fort 
Campbell. He told 60 Minutes that on one 


five-mile run after the murder, a sergeant 
led the platoon in the chant: ^Faggot, faggot 
down the street/Shoot him, shoot ’til he re¬ 
treats.” Torres said, “It was supposed to be 
our motivation to run.” 

That happened after Winchell’s 
brutal murder. Under the Penta¬ 
gon’s revised regulations, military 
personnel were supposed to be , 
getting anti-harassment training 
on DADT; and yet some sergeant 
is leading a platoon in an anti-gay 
chant? 

DADT must end. 

With Gore, Bradley, and 
Clinton all coming out against 
DADT - and Senate candidate 
Hillary Rodham Clinton also 
coming out against the policy - it seems 
that now may be the time for significant 
change to occur. But for that to happen, 
there has to be more than lip-service to op¬ 
posing a fundamentally flawed policy. There 
has to be more than Defense Secretary 


William Cohen ordering a 90-day review of 
DADT at the nation’s military installations. 

The military needs to understand that 
gays and lesbians have always served in the 
armed forces - and many have done so with 
distinction. And, the military has survived. 
Wars have been fought, and the country 
has been defended, all with help from 
gay and lesbian military personnel. 

C. Dixon Osburn, co-executive di¬ 
rector of the Servicemembers Legal 
Defense Network, praised Gore’s 
move and said Cohen’s directive is a 
first step. Osburn, however, correct¬ 
ly pointed out that Defense 
Department officials failed to 
promise confidentiality to gay 
service members who come 
forward to report harassment. 

DADT should be scrapped altogether. If 
President Clinton, who is commander in 
chief of the armed services, is unhappy with 
DADT, he could just sign it out of law, and 
should do so before he leaves office. ▼ 




Brown’s record on AIDS

1 n the midst of an election that could be 
8 described as one of the most contentious 
I in some time, I was inclined to dismiss 
Matt Sharp’s guest opinion in last week’s 
Bay Area Reporter as his way of supporting 
Tom Ammiano. However, his distortion of 
Mayor Brown’s record on AIDS issues and 
his characterization of me deserve a factual 
point-by-point response. 

1. At the Mayor’s AIDS Summit, I was 
critical of the fact that there were no young 
people living with HIV/AIDS on the sum¬ 
mit’s steering committee. In retrospect, the 
committee’s members did represent key 
stakeholders in San Francisco’s AIDS epi¬ 
demic: persons living with HIV/AIDS, re¬ 
searchers, physicians, and community- 
based service providers. 

This World AIDS Day, Mayor Brown re¬ 
leased a comprehensive update reporting on 
the implementation of every summit rec¬ 
ommendation. We’ve stopped HIV names 
reporting proposals in Sacramento, lobbied 
the federal government to increase the fair 
market rent and the amount of vouchers for 
persons with AIDS seeking housing with 
federal subsidies, and worked hard to pass 
state legislation authorizing needle ex¬ 
change programs in California. Copies of 
this report can be requested by calling the 
Mayor’s Office of AIDS and HIV Policy - 
which was created as a direct result of the 
summit - at (415) 554-5950. 

2. Mayor Brown has fulfilled his legisla¬ 
tively mandated responsibility to ensure 
that San Francisco uses its federal resources 
for HIV/AIDS care well. The Ryan White 
CARE Act, as approved by Congress, desig¬ 
nates a chief elected official for each eligible 
metropolitan area (EMA) that receives 
CARE funds. For our EMA made up of San 
Francisco, San Mateo and Marin counties, 


the mayor of San Francisco is that person. 
Mayor Brown’s commitment to reverse the 
neglect of the previous administration to¬ 
ward this planning body has met with resis¬ 
tance at times. 

The reason the mayor focused his atten¬ 
tion on the planning council is because per¬ 
sons with HIV and mental health challenges 
approached him in spring of 1998. They 
were concerned that services they rely on, in¬ 
cluding mental health medications, might be 
eliminated because of cuts proposed by the 
council. Mayor Brown restored the $850,000 
in cuts with general fund dollars, and has 
paid closer attention to whom he appoints 
to serve on the planning body. 

3. The commitment of DuPont 
Pharmaceuticals to invest $1 million 
for HIV prevention comes at an im¬ 
portant time, when studies show 
that risk behaviors are on the rise in 
this era of combination therapy. 

Mayor Brown sought com¬ 
munity input about 
whether to accept these 
funds, and named re¬ 
searcher Tom Coates, 
youth AIDS activist Sean Sasser, and former 
San Francisco General Hospital physician 
Herminia Palacio as co-chairs of a commu¬ 
nity advisory board to determine how the 
new funds will best augment existing efforts. 
No funds have been used so far, and these 
new resources will only be expended with ex¬ 
tensive community review. 

4. These are indeed challenging times for 
San Francisco General Hospital (SFGH), and 
public hospitals all across America. Medicaid 
and Medicare rate restructuring have caused 
financial shortfalls. At the same time, the na¬ 
ture of HIV medical care has changed as per¬ 
sons with HIV/AIDS live longer, cope with 
more complex diagnoses, and attempt to re¬ 
claim some sense of normalcy in their lives 
if they are fortunate enough to benefit from 


improved health. To its credit, the HIV 
Health Services Planning Council increased 
funding for community-based responses to 
primary medical care. This increase has ex¬ 
panded the capacity of community-based 
agencies such as Mission Neighborhood 
Health Center, Lyon-Martin Women’s Health 
Services, and the Haight Ashbury Free Clin¬ 
ics to meet the needs of persons living with 
HIV/AIDS. Dr. Mitch Katz and his team at 
the Department of Public Health have 
worked with unparalleled commitment to 
sustain the high quality HIV care San Fran¬ 
ciscans have always expected from SFGH. 

5. Establishing a new office during a po¬ 
litically contentious time fraught with com¬ 
placency, and stepping in for someone as 
well respected as Dick Pabich is not 
an easy task. Some things could 
have been handled better in my 
first 20 months in this job, and 
I’ve learned a number of im¬ 
portant lessons from the 
experience. I continue to 
believe that San Francis¬ 
co is better for having a 
mayor’s office charged 
with responding to the needs of persons 
with HIV disease and representing San 
Francisco’s interests, which ire increasingly 
under attack on the national and statewide 
stage. I’m sorry that Mr. Sharp feels that my 
service hasn’t met his expectations. 

Finally, I wanted to refocus on the head¬ 
line of Mr. Sharp’s opinion piece, because 
his missive didn’t do it justice. Tom Ammi¬ 
ano cares deeply about persons with 
HIV/AIDS. Tom Ammiano is one of San 
Francisco’s best supervisors on AIDS issues, 
and someone whose commitment to these 
issues can’t be questioned. I also happen to 
feel the same way about Mayor Brown, and 
would’ve rather read about Tom’s accom¬ 
plishments than misguided attacks on 
Mayor Brown, Mitch Katz, and me. ▼ 
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Short and to the point 

Fuck Hawaii.

Election reflections 

I’m writing this on Monday, before we know the 
election results. I will vote for Willie Brown and Bill 
Fazio. I’ve been deeply disturbed by a couple of tactics 
in the runoff election and I want to share my concerns. 

I’ve been totally disgusted by some of the attacks 
against Tom Ammiano put out by various commit¬ 
tees operating independently of the mayor’s re-elec¬ 
tion committee - and to a lesser degree by the mayor’s 
campaign itself. 

First, characterizing Tom as some kind of pro-tax 
lunatic is a reprehensible distortion of the truth. 
Raising the fears of working people and small home- 
owners that Tom’s tax ideas would drive them out of 
town is the worst kind of cynical exploitation of peo¬ 
ples’ insecurities. To Tom’s credit, when the city faced 
budget deficits five years ago and most politicians, 
newspapers, and business leaders were talking about 
cutbacks, Tom had the courage to propose several 
relatively painless taxes and fees on the wealthy and 
tourists who could afford to shoulder a greater bur¬ 
den of making sure vital city services would not be 
cut. 

The vicious attack against Tom by the Residential 
Builders Association as being “anti-Catholic” was es¬ 
pecially loathsome. The satirical street the¬ 
ater the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence 
performs to raise money for our commu¬ 
nity’s charities is far more benign than 
the misery inflicted on so many LGBT 
people by the hypocritical bigotry of the 
Catholic Church. In fact, the Sisters 
rarely mention the Catholic Church 
specifically in their activities. Their 
“nun” drag is just a playful tool to make 
fun of the guilt and shame nearly all organized reli¬ 
gions attempt to impose on us. Lighten up, Catholics, 
and thanks, Tom, for standing up for the First 
Amendment. 

Secondly, I’m even more disgusted by the Harvey 
Milk LGBT Democratic Club and its active complic¬ 
ity in allowing Terence Hallinan to rewrite our club’s 
history to serve his own personal political purposes. 
I, along with Harvey Milk, Dick Pabich, Hank Wil¬ 
son, and fewer than a half-dozen others founded what 
is now the Milk Club in late 1976, in anticipation of 
Harvey’s eventually successful campaign for supervi¬ 
sor. Harvey’s runner-up opponent, and the one we 
feared the most, was Terence Hallinan. 

We feared Terence Hallinan then because, among 
other reasons, he was quoted in the press as saying that 
gay people “do not need special legal protections any 
more than left-handed or bald-headed people do.” 

Then, following Harvey’s assassination when we 
had lost the only openly gay elected official in the na¬ 
tion and Harvey’s appointed successor, Harry Britt, 
was perceived as vulnerable in the upcoming election, 
Terence Hallinan jumped in to try to snatch Harvey’s 
- and our community’s - hard-earned seat on the 
Board of Supervisors away from us. 

The threat Hallinan and his thinly-veiled “family 
values” campaign posed to our community then - not 
his support for our community as he wants us to be¬ 
lieve today - is what energized, mobilized, and 
strengthened the Milk Club. 

So when I read on the Milk Club slate card and 
election day doorhanger that Hallinan “ ... has been 
a champion of our rights for more than 30 years,” I 
wanted to throw up. Even worse, when I protested to 
current Milk Club President Criss Romero that the 
club was promoting an out-and-out lie about the 
Milk Club’s history, I was told something along the 
lines of “ ... the Hallinan campaign paid for it, and 
that’s the message they wanted.” 

Campaigns and candidates come and go, and yes, 
the truth is pulled, stretched, and manipulated from 
time to time, but I was appalled that the Milk Club 
would allow our history to be rewritten just because 
Hallinan paid to do so. 

It’s exciting that so many young and recently ar¬ 
rived admirers of Harvey Milk are inspired to politi¬ 
cal action by Harvey’s example. It’s sad that so many 
of Harvey’s contemporaries have been taken from us 
by AIDS. That makes it all the more urgent for us to 
prevent political opportunists from using the tragic 
loss of our institutional memory to hijack our histo¬ 
ry and misdirect the energies of new generations of 
queer activists.

Researcher’s take on circumcision 

In regard to the responses from your recent article 
about my research on male circumcision (MC) and 
HIV [November 25], I would like to emphasize the 
following points: 

1. As indicated in both the Lancet and B.A.R., I 
strongly believe that condom promotion should con¬ 
tinue to be a central part of AIDS prevention efforts. 

2. What my co-author Robert Bailey and I are also 
advocating is greater access to: a) information re¬ 
garding the health benefits and risks of MC, including 
the association (primarily among heterosexuals) be¬ 
tween lack of MC and HIV transmission, now docu¬ 
mented in 34 studies from 11 countries, including the 
U.S., and b) safe and affordable circumcision services 
for those men who voluntarily choose to undergo the 
procedure. No one is attempting to “butt into [men’s] 
crotches and remove their foreskins.” [“Proud to be 
intact,” Mailstrom, December 2.] It is, simply, a matter 
of offering information that may save lives. 

3. Some letter writers question, if such a relation¬ 
ship between MC and HIV exists, how the U.S. can 
have higher rate's of AIDS than in Europe, where most 
men are uncircumcised. The reason is rather simple: 
nearly all HIV infection in the U.S. and other “devel¬ 
oped” countries is due to injecting drug use, recep¬ 
tive anal intercourse and, to a somewhat lesser degree, 
receptive vaginal sex. MC has little or no effect on 
these modes of transmission. It is during insertive in¬ 
tercourse that the foreskin becomes a kind of male 
“Achilles’ heel,” primarily for female-to-male trans¬ 
mission - the subject of the Lancet article and which 
is common in those African and Asian countries 
hardest hit by HIV. (There is even some evidence that 
female-to-male HIV infection may be more prevalent 
in Europe than in the U.S.) 

As the BA.R. reporter was interested in MSM as¬ 
pects of HIV, I cited some studies indicating “uncut” 
MSM are about twice as likely to become infected as 
circumcised men. The most plausible explanation is 
that uncut “tops” are more likely than circumcised 
men to become infected from an HIV-positive “bot¬ 
tom” (similar to uncircumcised men who engage in 
unprotected vaginal sex with an HIV-positive 
woman). As your article mentions, however, the ma¬ 
jority of MSM transmission occurs through receptive 
anal sex, in which the circumcision status of “bot¬ 
toms” is irrelevant. 

4. That circumcised penises are so “desensitized 
[that they’re] little better than a skin-covered dowel”

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[“Don't cut it off.” Mailstrom, December 2] has yet to 
be systematically documented in any reputable study. 
Not to deny the possibility that this may occur but, in 
fact, one wonders how many men actually suffer from 
too little penile sensitivity. None of the dozens of men 
who underwent MC as an adult interviewed during 
my research in the U.S., Latin America, and Africa has 
yet to report loss of sexual pleasure or comfort re¬ 
sulting from the procedure. 

5. Allegedly “quack” claims that MC reduces the 
risk of other health problems such as penile cancer or 
certain STDs have not been “disproven.” Invasive pe¬ 
nile cancer (as opposed to the more benign in-situ 
version, also less common among circumcised men) 
is extremely rare among “cut” men, and is about 20 
times more common among uncircumcised men. 
The data on this association goes back to the 1920s 
and has been consistently replicated in many studies 
here and other countries. Several STDs, particularly 
chancroid (which nearly always infects the foreskin 
and, in part due to MC, is rare in the U.S.), as well as 
syphilis, gonorrhea, and genital herpes are also more 
prevalent among uncircumcised men. 

6. To repeat, no one is calling for forced “removal 
of foreskins.” Rather, people should be given accu¬ 
rate information, which may inspire safer behaviors. 
After many years of urging condom use, it is clear 
that many continue not to use them. Some have 
adopted risk reduction strategies, such as engaging 
exclusively in insertive anal sex without condoms, in 
the (essentially correct) belief that receptive anal in¬ 
tercourse represents the greatest risk of HIV infec¬ 
tion. The medical data documenting an association 
between foreskins and HIV might, for example, en¬ 
courage some uncut “tops,” who would otherwise 
continue ignoring safer sex messages, to consider 
using condoms.

I was not at all a jock in school, nor 
was I well-known (or known at all) at my huge sub¬ 
urban Minneapolis school with 2,000 students. But, 
like you, I was able unconsciously to mask the iden¬ 
tity I’d not yet figured out and to survive fairly well as 
a student with very good grades. Though I was con¬ 
stantly in fear of being discovered as “weird” and 
though I constantly felt unaccepted, I did manage to 
function well as an established saxophonist in sever¬ 
al high school bands and ensembles. Music was my 
saving grace. 

I know from my volunteer and staff work with 
GLSEN over the past Five years that things have 
changed a lot and, yet, have not changed at all for stu¬ 
dents in middle and high schools. More and more 
youth are coming out during their school years but, 
unfortunately, the anti-queer backlash is much 
greater as well than it was 15-20 years ago. 

So I appreciate that you wrote this essay which is, 
on the one hand, a delightful historical anecdote and 
on the other, a timely piece that hopefully will be in¬ 
spiring to others now in high school. 

Though I’ve been out and very active in gay issues 
for over 25 years, I still can identify with the self-hes¬ 
itation you described, as well the desire and intention 


of “having something to say to the audience” and 
being very much “out” upon receiving your award. I 
wish I could have been there to hear you speak.

Shame on air quality district directors 

On November 17, the employees at the Bay Area 
Air Quality Management District received the final 
contract offer, following more than eight months of 
torturous labor negotiations - an offer that rejects the 
employees’ request for domestic partner medical in¬ 
surance benefits. 

It is a considerable irony that our agency, head¬ 
quartered in San Francisco, should choose to deny its 
gay, lesbian, and qualifying heterosexual employees 
this particular benefit, considering that past board 
members have included gay and lesbian city supervi¬ 
sors Harry Britt, Roberta Achtenberg, Susan Leal, and 
Carole Migden. 

The matter of domestic partner health benefits is 
only one of many rights and benefits that the air dis¬ 
trict’s board has chosen to withhold or restrict in 
what is an astonishingly labor-hostile settlement pro¬ 
posal. The right to collective bargaining and the im¬ 
position of a restrictive grievance procedure are oth¬ 
ers that caused me and other fellow members of the 
BAAQMD Employees Association to vote no when it 
was presented to our general membership on De¬ 
cember 7. 

The air district’s board is comprised of elected rep¬ 
resentatives from the nine Bay Area counties seated 
in proportion to population size. San Francisco is ap¬ 
pointed two of the 20 seats which are currently held 
by Amos Brown and Michael Yaki. To these represen¬ 
tatives and to all the other directors I say, “Shame on 
you, shame, shame!” 

I am particularly offended by Mr. Yaki’s tacit ap¬ 
proval to the district’s offer. Mr. Yaki has played lip 
service to domestic partner issues, but it is apparent 
that he lacks commitment when the rubber hits the 
pavement. Should either of these gentlemen appear 
on our future San Francisco election ballots, they 
shall be rejected by my partner and me, just as we 
have been rejected by them.

Too gay for SFSI? 

Having just been rejected as a volunteer switch¬ 
board operator at San Francisco Sex Information 
(SFSI) for reasons of gay rhetoric, I Feel compelled to 
share my frustrations and hopes around the larger 
issue: bridging the gap between the bisexual/hetero¬ 
sexual community and the gay community. Since 
1972, SFSI has provided a wonderful service: free, 
anonymous, non-judgmental responses to questions 
about sex. By its own say-so, SFSI would like to ex¬ 
pand its caller base to include more gays. By my ob¬ 
servations as one of 40 volunteer trainees, the sexual 
orientation mix of this group of dedicated souls is 
overwhelmingly bisexual or heterosexual. (At the end 
of the training there were only two gay men left in the 
volunteer group.) 

Here’s the problem: the SFSI trainers are rightful¬ 
ly concerned that people of all sexual orientations be 
serviced objectively on the switchboard. But during 
the extensive training, you are also encouraged to 
speak from the heart about your own sexual experi¬ 
ences (“personal shares”). Understandably, some of 
my personal shares were from a gay male’s perspec¬ 
tive, so I used the word “gay” a number of times when 
I felt it was relevant to the point I was making. What 
I didn’t know was that my use of the word gay would 
be perceived as exclusionary by some of the train¬ 
er/evaluators. Stated differently, even though I was 
evaluated as being “articulate, empathetic, and knowl¬ 
edgeable” in talking about matters sexual, they just 
felt I could not handle those calls from heterosexuals 
without lapsing into some gay personal observation, 
perspective, etc. 

But why would speaking among other SFSI vol¬ 
unteers and trainers elicit that response, as opposed to 
the speech you would use on the switchboard? Why, 
in fact, would use of the word “gay” in personal shares 
with the good folks in the sex-positive community 
elicit such a negative reaction? Ironically, I think the 
answer lies in the noble desire never to exclude any¬ 
one in matters sexual. The most politically correct 
rhetoric about sexual orientation at SFSI sounds 
something like this: “I don’t know, maybe I’m hetero¬ 
sexual today, but I really hate to define myself. Ask me 
the same question an hour from now.” 

Since most gays cannot rise to the level of sexual 
inclusion that is easy for bisexuals, our rhetoric risks 
being perceived of as exclusionary when, in fact, we 
are not. The folk at SFSI really want to include us in 
their organization, but I suspect they just don’t know 
how, or I’m not the right one to try, or both. If you

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Nancy Pelosi bids for 
House leadership post

S everal weeks ago I attended 
a campaign fundraising din¬ 
ner in the city for Represen¬ 
tative Nancy Pelosi (D-San Fran¬ 
cisco) that featured former U.S. 
Senator George Mitchell, now 
President Bill Clinton’s chief 
Northern Ireland peace negotia¬ 
tor, as the keynote speaker. The 
event reportedly raised over 
$500,000 for Pelosi’s re-election 
campaign fund. Does Pelosi, a De¬ 
mocrat running in one of the 
country’s “safest” Democratic dis-

tricts, need to raise half a million 
dollars to ensure her re-election? 
Of course not. Pelosi will be safe¬ 
ly re-elected next year regardless 
of which sacrificial lamb the Re¬ 
publicans put on the ballot; her 
margin of victory in the district 
usually runs in the 80 percent 
range. So why is she raising funds 
in such a big way? To help fellow 
Democratic candidates across the 
country take back control of the 
House of Representatives next 
year. 

Indeed, Pelosi, assured of her 
own re-election, is busy raising 
funds that she can distribute to 
other Democratic House candi¬ 
dates who can then help elect her 
as House majority whip, assum¬ 
ing that the Democrats take con¬ 
trol of the House. Though most 
top Democratic strategists - as 
well as many Republicans - feel 
that the Democratic Party is 
poised to regain control of the 
House in 2000, Pelosi and two 
other House Demos - Represen¬ 
tative Steny Hoyer (D-Mary- 
land) and Representative John 
Lewis (D-Georgia) are actually 
running for a post that doesn’t yet 
exist and won’t unless the De¬ 
mocrats win a majority of House 
seats next year. 

The post of House majority 
whip is currendy held by the arch¬ 
conservative, anti-gay Representa¬ 
tive Tom DeLay (R-Texas), but 
the GOP’s balance of power in the 
435-seat House hinges on a mere 
five votes and should the Democ¬ 
rats erase that margin next No¬ 
vember, the powerful number 
three House leadership post 
would be open and Pelosi, 
thought to be the current favorite 
among the three Democratic 
hopefuls, would then be the first 
woman of either party to hold 
one of the top leadership posts in 
the House, and the first Californ¬ 
ian to do so in many years. 

If the Democrats do take back 
control of the House, the leader¬ 
ship scenario would likely have 
Representative Richard 


Gephardt of Missouri as the next 
House speaker and Representative 
David Bonier of Michigan as ma¬ 
jority leader, leaving the race for 
majority whip as the key compet¬ 
itive contest. In a secret ballot that 
would determine the winner 
among Pelosi and her two likely 
male opponents, Pelosi backers are 
confident she could count on two 
blocs of support from Democrat¬ 
ic lawmakers: members of the Cal¬ 
ifornia delegation, eager for a West 
Coast voice in the leadership; and 
women, eager to make history. 
There are currently 29 women 
House Democratic members 
from states other than 
California and Pelosi is 
said to be popular with 
those female lawmakers. 

First elected to Congress 
in 1987, Pelosi is a for¬ 
mer California party 
chair and has long ties 
to Democratic 
Party opera¬ 
tives across the 
country. Be¬ 
cause Pelosi is from one of the 
safest Democratic districts in the 
U.S., she can raise funds for other 
Democratic candidates and has 
done so successfully for a number 
of years. 

In addition to the recent 
fundraiser here, Pelosi also helped 
raise over $600,000 for the party 
at a dinner attended by President 
Clinton a few weeks ago. While 
Pelosi and others within the De¬ 
mocratic Party fully realize that 
before any of them take House 
leadership roles they must first 
win back control of the House, 
she offers no apologies for her 
early campaign for the whip job, 
saying, “If you want to win, you 
start early.” 

While Republicans snicker at 
the Democratic members’ early 
contest for leadership posts, even 
some of them expect that the De¬ 
mocrats have every reason to be 
confident. Regardless of who con¬ 
trols the House after the 2000 
general election, Pelosi, one of the 
brightest and most respected 
House members, can be expected 
to have a lot of influence in the 
new Congress. 

Politics and people 

So President Clinton has final¬ 
ly admitted that his administra¬ 
tion’s flawed “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell” policy on gays in the military 
is a failure; but did he really have 
to wait for Hillary Clinton to tell 
him? “It’s out of whack, and I 
don’t think any serious person 
could say it’s not,” the president 
said last Saturday. Well, duh, Mr. 
President. 

And how about GOP presi¬ 
dential hopeful Arizona Senator 
John McCain apparently trip¬ 
ping up George W. Bush’s 
march on the way to the Republi¬ 
can coronation? It seems that Mc¬ 
Cain is now ahead of Bush in New 
Hampshire’s all-important Febru¬ 
ary 1 primary, and a win there for 
McCain, followed by strong show¬ 
ings in South Carolina and Ari¬ 
zona, could possibly derail the 
slickly greased, heavy-monied 
Bush nomination plans. 

Now that the San Francisco 
runoff election is finally over, even 
some of Terence Hallinan’s 
staunchest supporters are still 
shaking their heads over the con¬ 
sistent mistakes his campaign (or 
should I say his own blunders) 
made; one Hallinan supporter 


told me that “every time Terry 
walks out the door he steps in it 
one way or the other.” Yet this 
same guy was betting that Halli¬ 
nan would squeeze back into of¬ 
fice “despite himself.” 

The runoff election Tuesday 
made news nationally, with 
Newsweek running a major story 
last week featuring a photo of 
Mayor Willie Brown and refer¬ 
ring to Board of Supervisors Pres¬ 
ident Tom Ammiano as “Jesse 
Ventura in heels.” 

The current issue of George 
magazine, founded by the late 
John F. Kennedy Jr., fea¬ 
tures a huge six-page 
spread on our very 
own Senator Dianne 
Feinstein - one of 
the brightest political 
figures on the na¬ 
tional scene from either 
party. 

In Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., 
even Republi¬ 
cans are pri¬ 
vately admitting that it is Senate 
Majority Leader Trent Lott of 
Mississippi who is really behind 
all those whispers trying to paint 
John McCain as some kind of 
wacko who spent too much time 
as a prisoner of war in the Hanoi 
Hilton. Lott, predictably, “knows 
nothing” of the scheme. 

One of my favorite politicos in 
San Mateo, Supervisor Mike 
Nevin, gets a free pass in the 
March primary - no one filed to 
run against him in that county’s 
5th District. Look for Nevin to 
run for Congress in the 12th Dis¬ 
trict with Representative Tom 
Lantos Finally decides to step 
down. 

Some of those who know GOP 
state Senator Pete Knight, the 
author of Proposition 22 on the 
March 2000 primary ballot that 
would ban same-sex marriages in 
California, are privately saying 
that the initiative is nothing more 
than a vendetta against the sena¬ 
tor’s openly gay son who is said to 
have failed to live up to the elder 
Knight’s macho expectations. 
David Knight, like his father, was 
an Air Force fighter pilot who flew 
combat missions, but the son, in a 
Los Angeles Times commentary 
published several weeks ago, says 
he idolized his father. The father- 
son relationship ended four years 
ago when David told his father he 
was gay. David Knight told the 
Times that “I’m not an activist, 
and I don’t want to make a circus 
out of this (the Knight initiative) 
but I view this initiative as some¬ 
thing intended to spread fear and 
if I can help block that in some 
small way, I will.” 

Democratic presidential can¬ 
didate Bill Bradley might have 
picked up the endorsements of 
East Bay House members George 
Miller and Pete Stark - as 
though that’s going to help him 
much - but Vice President Al 
Gore has the solid backing of Sen¬ 
ators Dianne Feinstein, Barbara 
Boxer, and 20 of the other Cali¬ 
fornia House Democratic mem¬ 
bers. 

My “Quote of the Week” is 
from actor Rupert Everett, 

complaining to Playboy about in¬ 
terviewers obsessing over his sex¬ 
ual orientation: “I was gay last 
year, I’m gay this year, and I’ll be 
gay next year, and I can’t be both¬ 
ered to go on about it all of the 
time.” T 
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The most important 
book of the decade 

rightly saw it as a threat to their 
conception of gays as a band of so¬ 
cial rebels who would undermine 
every cherished traditional value - 
from sexual sobriety to free enter¬ 
prise. They may have hated the 
book, but they could not ignore it, 
as the volume and vituperation of 
their often-misplaced criticism 
amply demonstrated. In a year- 
end roundup of gay-themed 
books for 1993, one critic for San 
Francisco’s Bay Area Reporter 
called the book “terrible,” but nev¬ 
ertheless “important” because of 
its widespread impact. Gay profes¬ 
sor and author David Bergman 
chided Bawer for allegedly failing 
to appreciate “the great spectacle 
of human difference,” but ac¬ 
knowledged that Bawer had ex¬ 
pressed “what many people feel.” 
A recent collection of essays, The 
Columbia Reader on Lesbians & 
Gay Men in Media, Society, & Pol¬ 
itics, snidely dismissed Bawer as “a 
newly hatched gay figure” but in¬ 
cluded an entire chapter titled “A 
Place at Which Table?” 

Finally, even more telling is the 
effect of A Place at the Table on 
what Bawer called the “silent ma¬ 
jority” of gays. In the early 1990s, 
gay women and men were coming 
out of their closets from every 
nook and cranny of America. This 
wave included a lot of people who 
were uncomfortable with the pre¬ 
vailing notion of gays as a radical, 
sex-obsessed fringe. What they

F or anyone who thinks gays 
should stand irredeemably 
apart from society - either 
because we ought to be outcasts 
or because we ought to be revolu¬ 
tionaries - this must have been a 
frustrating decade. The political 
causes that most defined our 
movement in the 1990s sought 
to weave gays into the larger 
fabric of American life. 

We fought to be Boy 
Scouts, to join the mili¬ 
tary, to worship God and 
preach his word, to raise 
children, and yes, 
even to marry each 
other. We wanted to 
be a part of these tra¬ 
ditional institutions, not apart 
from them. We wanted a place at 
the table. 

No author better crystallized 
this deep and widespread yearn¬ 
ing than Bruce Bawer in his 1993 
work, A Place at the Table, the 
decade’s most important book on 
the gay movement. Containing 
few wholly original arguments, it 
nevertheless articulated better 
than any book before or since 
gays’ rightful place in our culture. 
Although reasoned and mostly re¬ 
strained in its rhetoric, the book 
drew a torrent of criticism that 
never seemed to rebut its under¬ 
lying message. And although 
Bawer advocated no single politi¬ 


cal agenda, he fueled a self-con¬ 
scious movement of gay moder¬ 
ates and conservatives that is still 
redirecting gay politics. 

Most books go unread. When 
read, they are misunderstood. 
When understood, they are for¬ 
gotten. But A Place at the Table 
was different. Why? 

For starters, the book made 
some simple yet compelling 
points. First, it argued that 
gays are a varied lot, 
found across the spec¬ 
trum of life. Second, it 
declared that no one 
should be allowed to define 
how gay individuals should 
live, think, act, or 
dress based on a gay 
“identity.” Third, it 
observed that 
“America is basically a tolerant 
nation,” and the wisest approach 
for a despised minority, then, is to 
foster understanding, not antago¬ 
nism. Fourth, it urged that main¬ 
stream gays - those not caught up 
in a subculture fixated on identity 
and separation - have an “obliga¬ 
tion” to be visible. 

Bawer strongly advocated legal 
equality and tolerance for homo¬ 
sexuals but emphasized that these 
were not enough. Full acceptance 
in our families and in our social 
institutions was necessary. He 
thus saw the importance of im¬ 
proving the whole of our lives. 

Next, consider the book’s effect 
on critics, especially those who 
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Winchell’s parents 
talk to newspaper

I n the December 5 Kansas City 
Star, staff writer Mary Sanchez 
interviews Kansas City resi¬ 
dents Pat and Wally Kutteles, the 
parents of Private First Class 
Barry L. Winchell, the murdered 
Fort Campbell soldier who was 
killed because he was believed to 
be gay. (On December 9, Private 
Calvin N. Glover, Winchell’s as¬ 
sailant, was convicted of premed¬ 
itated murder and sentenced to 
life imprisonment for using a 
baseball bat to crush Winchell’s 
skull.) 

The front-page article shows 
a photograph of the Kutteleses - 
Pat holding a portrait of her 
son, while Wally holding 
Winchell’s medals and 
casket flag. 

The article presents 
a sensitive account of 
the family’s reaction to 
their son’s murder, 
some background on 
Winchell’s life, and his 
parents’ questions 
about the Army’s culpability in his 
death. Sanchez’s profile of 
Winchell’s parents helps put a 
human face on an incident that 
many Americans might not have 
related to. 

Wally Kutteles says when he 
first saw his son in the hospital: 
“His eyes were both black and 
swelled up tight. The skin was so 
Trpft. His head ^vas the size of a 
basketball.” Pat Kutteles adds: “It 
has been hitting me and hitting 
me that my child is not coming 
home. That is where I am.” The 
two also report that the stress of 
the last few months has caused 
them to resume smoking, a habit 
they gave up six years ago. 

Throughout the article 
Sanchez sprinkles in the facts of 
the case, touching on what the 
Servicemembers Legal Defense 
Network, an advocacy group for 
lesbians and gay men in the mili¬ 
tary, has done to push the military 
to investigate the murder as a hate 
crime; and actions taken by the 
Pentagon since Winchell’s death. 

Please thank the Kansas City 
Star for providing a fresh angle on 
this important story, one that 
could affect the future of the mil¬ 
itary’s “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell, 
Don’t Pursue” policy. By showing 
what happens to LGBT commu¬ 
nity members also affects their 
families, Sanchez’s article could be 
read by and help sway many more 



people than an article focusing 
only on the “gay” aspect of the 
story.

Des Moines Register tells 
Gary’s gang to move on 

Iowa Governor Tom Vilsack’s 
executive order adding sexual ori¬ 
entation and gender identity to 
the state’s employment non¬ 
discrimination protection 
policy caused the anti¬ 
gay Straight from the 
Heart Ministries 
(SHM) to hold a 
protest rally in Des 
Moines, November 30. 
Joining Bill Horn, 
SHM’s president, were 
U.S. presidential hope¬ 
ful Gary Bauer and ex¬ 
football player turned 
minister Reggie White. 

In the December 8 edition, Des 
Moines Register columnist Donald 
Kaul skewers the rally and the 
three men, whom he calls the 
Horsemen of the Apocalypse. 

In “Perhaps they’d like 
Kansas,” Kaul opens by writing, 
“It is disheartening to reach the 
end of the 20th century and find 
that we are still fighting the tired' 7 
battles of the 19th.” From there he 
goes on to dissect the message of 
the three men, calling their posi¬ 
tion “hogwash,” focusing particu¬ 
larly on a statement made by 
White, who is African American. 
“Every black person in America 
should be offended that a group 
of people should want the same 
civil right because of their sexual 
orientation,” said White. Kaul 
points out that lesbians and gay 
men want, and deserve, equal 
treatment, “Not because of their 
sexual orientation, because of 
their humanity.” 

Kaul blasts the illogic of mem¬ 
bers of one minority group seek¬ 
ing to deny equal rights to anoth¬ 
er. “Whether you’re talking about 
the suppression of women’s 
rights, racial discrimination, anti- 
Semitism or gay bashing, it all 
comes from the same pool of in¬ 
tolerance and imagined superior¬ 
ity,” he writes. “It finds expression 
in the ethnic wars of Europe and 
Asia and in the ‘straight’ rallies in 
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our own backyard.”

Hawaii and Knight threaten 
more than just marriage

O ne week after Hawaii’s 
Supreme Court effectively 
ended the fight to legalize gay 
marriage in that state, lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender (LGBT) 
groups say there is still hope for 
same-sex benefits in Hawaii and 
gay marriage in other states. 

“The court’s decision did not 
preclude Hawaii’s gay and lesbian 
couples from fighting for the pro¬ 
tections and benefits that come 
with marriage,” said Evan Wolf- 
son, director of the marriage pro¬ 
ject at Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund. 

The ruling cut short the land¬ 
mark gay marriage case known as 
Baehr vs. Anderson , concluding 
that, due to a new constitutional 
amendment limiting marriage to 
opposite-sex couples, the court’s 
hands were tied and its opinions 
were moot. The court did limit its 
ruling to marriage licenses, care¬ 
fully leaving intact the right to 
push for equal LGBT protections 


under the law. 

But gay advocates also say 
Hawaii’s ruling - based on a 
voter-approved amendment to 
the state Constitution which de¬ 
fined marriage as a union be¬ 
tween a man and a woman - 
should serve as a wake-up call to 
California, which faces a similar 
amendment known as the Knight 
initiative on the ballot in March. 
Constitutional amendments that 
ban gay marriage don’t end with 
the denial of a marriage license, 
but rather, set up a legal frame¬ 
work for other LGBT accomplish¬ 
ments to be revoked. 

“If we don’t fight with every 
resource we have to defeat the 
Knight initiative,” said a statement 
from No On Knight campaign 
manager Mike Marshall, “every 
gain we have made - from do¬ 
mestic partnership, to custody, to 
basic civil rights - is at risk.” 

Basically, if the Knight initia¬ 
tive passes, all that companies or 
landlords would need to do to 
prevent LGBT couples from living 
together or sharing benefits is 


Petition signers wanted for California 
same-sex marriage ballot measure

N ot all gay or lesbian couples 
in committed relationships 
want to get married, at least 
not in the heterosexual sense of 
the word. 

But even if they don’t personal¬ 
ly want to get hitched, many feel 
they should at least have the option. 

Regardless of the outcome of 
Proposition 22 (Knight initiative), 
the March 7,2000 ballot measure 
that would ban future recognition 
of same-sex marriages by statute, 
Californians for Same Sex Mar¬ 
riage (CaSSM) wants to trump 
Knight now and forever by 
amending the state Constitution 
to legalize same-sex marriage. 

Last month, Secretary of State 
Bill Jones approved CaSSM’s ap¬ 


plication to circulate petitions 
which would add a proposed ini¬ 
tiative to the November 7, 2000 
presidential election ballot. The 
measure, entitled “Lawful Mar¬ 
riage in California Initiative: Con¬ 
stitutional Amendment,” permits 
two people of the same sex to law¬ 
fully marry, with all the rights and 
obligations currently available 
only to opposite-sex couples. 

Using its website, at www.same- 
sexmarriage.org, CaSSM hopes to 
generate a grassroots campaign 
that will gather one million signa¬ 
tures to turn in to the secretary of 
state by mid-April. At least 670,000 
registered California voters must 
sign the petitions to qualify the ini¬ 
tiative for the ballot. 

Interested people can turn in 
petitions or get additional forms 
at a meeting this Saturday, De¬ 


cember 18 in the Castro. 

In addition to the one-page 
petition forms and instructions, 
the CaSSM website includes a “Pe¬ 
tition Center,” that allows signa¬ 
ture gatherers to track their 
progress, communicate with each 
other, and organize efforts in their 
individual counties. 

“Thanks to the Internet, any¬ 
one can be a signature gatherer 
for this campaign. The forms are 
very user-friendly,” said Tom Hen¬ 
ning of CaSSM. “This makes it 
easy for any supporter to gather 
signatures from their friends, 
family, and others.” ▼

change or preserve the language 
in their policies to recognize only 
married couples. And that, of 
course, is just the beginning of a 
process that would dismantle the 
rights of LGBT couples. 

Wolfson said that in order to 
prevent this from happening in 
Hawaii, the fight is on to set up 
basic protections. He also said 
that the main reason Hawaii failed 
to become the first state in the 
country to recognize gay marriage 
is that its Constitution is easily 
modified. Vermont, he said, may 
be in a better position to win the 
right to marry. 

“Vermont’s Constitution is 
more difficult to change,” said 
Wolfson. “They correctly make it 
hard in order to avoid exactly 
what happened here, where rules 
get changed in the middle of a 
court case in order to rob a vul¬ 
nerable minority of their rights.” 

To defeat Knight and continue 
to win LGBT gains across the 
country, said Wolfson, political 
organizing and public education 
must accompany legal work. V

Exxon-Mobil boycott urged

L esbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender (LGBT) orga¬ 
nizations around the coun¬ 
try are calling for a boycott of the 
newly merged Exxon-Mobil Cor¬ 
poration, following the company’s 


announcement last week that it 
would rescind domestic partner¬ 
ship benefits and offer healthcare 
coverage only to the legally mar¬ 
ried couples. 

Unannounced but equally im¬ 
portant, the company has also 
adopted a non-discrimination 
clause that does not cover sexual 


orientation. 

On Monday, December 13, 
San Francisco Supervisor Mark 
Leno urged Exxon to reverse its 
policy and said a boycott of the 
company should be considered. 

Exxon-Mobil’s move was 
abrupt, backward, and surprising,

What is PROPECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning of the hair on the scalp. Often, this 
results in a receding hairline and/or balding on the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men 
in their 20s. 

Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this 
type of hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moderate amounts of ongoing hair loss. A

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Hillary stumbles into gay controversy

S enate candidate and first 
lady Hillary Rodham Clin¬ 
ton again wandered into the 
briar patch that is politics in New 
York state, this time on gay and 
lesbian issues. 

Last week, Mrs. Clinton came 
out against the anti-gay military 
policy of “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” at 


a predominately gay fundraising 
event in SoHo. “Gays and lesbians 
already serve with distinction in 
our nation’s armed forces and 
should not face discrimination,” 
she said in an official statement re¬ 
leased the next day by the cam¬ 
paign. “Fitness to serve should be 
based on an individual’s conduct, 
not their sexual orientation.” 

The SoHo event at the studio 
of artist Ross Bleckner raised more 


than $100,000. It was held on the 
evening of December 7, the an¬ 
niversary of the Japanese bombing 
of Pearl Harbor, which triggered 
U.S. entry into World War II. 

The position is not exactly 
controversial in the context of 
Empire State politics. It is similar 
to the one expressed by former 
Republican Senator A1 D’Amato 
when the issue of gays in the mil¬ 
itary first erupted in 1993. Clin- 
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presidential nomination, issued a 
statement in which he said DADT 
“should be eliminated.” 

“Gays and lesbians should be 
allowed to serve their country 
without discrimination,” Gore’s 
statement read.

Earlier hearings and the sen¬ 
tencing phase of the trial revealed 
that Glover instigated and lost a 
fight with Winchell two days prior 
to the attack. Specialist Justin 
Fisher kept reminding Glover of 
the fact that he had been beaten 
by “a faggot,” and encouraged him 
to take revenge. Fisher was then 
Winchell’s roommate. Fisher’s 
trial had been scheduled to start 
December 13 for his role in the 
murder and in impeding the in¬ 
vestigation; it has been postponed 
until January. 

At Glover’s court-martial, sev¬ 
eral witnesses testified to the ha¬ 
rassment that Winchell faced. 
Staff Sergeant Michael Kleifgen 
filed notice of actions that violat¬ 
ed the rules implementing DADT, 
under which lesbians and gays are 
suppose to be allowed to serve in 
the military. But his commanding 
officer and the inspector general 
did nothing. Winchell kept quite, 
likely fearing that any complaint 
would lead to investigation of ru¬ 
mors that he was gay. He wanted 
to make a career in the Army. 

SLDN has documented that 
discharges of gays have nearly 
doubled in the six years that 
DADT has been in place. The 
numbers grew to 1,129 in 1998. 
The Pentagon claims that it is be¬ 


cause soldiers are using such dec¬ 
larations as an easy way out of 
their military commitment. 

“If I had acted as half the man, 
even half the soldier as Barry was, 
he’d be with us right now,” said 
Glover in reading a statement of 
apology to the court and to 
Winchell’s parents. He said that 
since the attack he has quit drink¬ 
ing and has found God. 

C. Dixon Osburn, SLDN’s co¬ 
executive director, said it was “an 
important step forward” for the 
Army to eventually admit that this 
was an anti-gay hate crime. He ex¬ 
pressed hope that this would be 


another step toward fairly imple¬ 
menting and eventually eliminat¬ 
ing the flawed policy of DADT. 

“‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’ did not 
protect our son,” said Patricia 
Kutteles, Winchell’s mother. “It 
won’t protect anyone else’s child. 
This policy must end.” 

‘60 Minutes’ 

Javier Torres was a soldier at 
Fort Campbell who was conceal¬ 
ing his homosexuality. In an in¬ 
terview on the December 12 edi¬ 
tion of the CBS program 60 Min¬ 
utes he said, “Inside, I was scared, 
I was shocked,” by Winchell’s 
murder. “But on the outside I pre¬ 
tended like, ‘Cool, no big deal. 
He’s a fag.’ And that was the part 
that hurt the most. Because here I 
am gay and I was scared for my 
own life.” 

He said the reaction of many 
others was, “That’s one less fag to 


deal with.” Not a single day went by 
that he did not hear anti-gay slurs. 
On one five-mile run after the 
murder, a sergeant led the platoon 
in the chant: “Faggot, faggot down 
the street/Shoot him, shoot ’til he 
retreats.” Torres said, “It was sup¬ 
posed to be our motivation to run.” 

The controversy surrounding 
Winchell’s death prompted the 
Pentagon to issue orders for anti¬ 
harassment training on DADT. 
When CBS asked to see these pro¬ 
grams, the Pentagon responded 
that “there weren’t any going on at 
the present time.” 

Torres described one of the ses¬ 


sions at the end of the summer as 
“lasting about 20-30 seconds.” It 
consisted of a sergeant saying, “This 
meeting is about fags. Don’t bother 
them, they won’t bother you.” 

Torres said that he could no 
longer “live a lie every day.” After 
almost two years in the Army, he 
declared his homosexuality and 
was discharged on September 16. 

Retired Lieutenant Colonel 
Robert Maginnis, a senior em¬ 
ployee of the notoriously anti-gay 
Family Research Council, told 60 
Minutes that DADT “deceived” 
gays into “thinking that the mili¬ 
tary is gay friendly. It is not.... We 
may have set ourselves up for ter¬ 
rible crimes,” such as Winchell’s 
murder. Maginnis’s solution is to 
ban gays entirely. 

The Pentagon declined to be 
interviewed for the segment, but 
officials told CBS that they “have a

ton’s likely Republican opponent 
for the Senate, New York City 
Mayor Rudolph W. Giuliani, has 
promised to “take a look” at the 
policy. 

Clinton and Giuliani both 
have expressed support for do¬ 
mestic partner benefits for les¬ 
bians and gays, as well as “gay 
unions,” but they have hedged on 
support for gay “marriage.” 

On December 9, Clinton was 
asked if she would march in the 
annual St. Patrick’s Day Parade up 
Fifth Avenue. “I would certainly 
hope so,” she replied. 

Organizers have banned gay 
and lesbian Irish groups from 
joining the parade. They defeated 
a lawsuit that tried to force them 
to do so. Most New York Democ¬ 
ratic politicians have boycotted 
the parade because of this policy 
of discrimination, though Giu¬ 
liani regularly marches with the 
group. But candidate Clinton 
seemed unaware of the local con¬ 
troversy. 

The Irish Lesbian and Gay Or¬ 


ganization (ILGO) has led at¬ 
tempts to “integrate” the parade. 
Its members often have been ar¬ 
rested for protesting at the annu¬ 
al event. The group intends to 
make this 10th anniversary of the 
start of the controversy the 
biggest protest ever. 

“The idea that Hillary would 
march, or even that she doesn’t 
know the issue is outrageous,” 
said Anne Maguire, a leader of 
ILGO. “Clinton needs to make her 
stand now.” It has requested a 
meeting with Mrs. Clinton. 

“I don’t know if she knew 
about the ILGO issue - but she 
should have,” said Ken Sherrill. He 
is professor of political science at 
Hunter College in New York and 
a scholar of gay political issues. 

“We would be greatly disap¬ 
pointed if any candidate for the 
United States Senate participated 
in any parade that was not inclu¬ 
sive,” Kevin Finnegan, president of 
the Gay and Lesbian Independent 
Democrats, told the New York 
Post. T

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SF takes stock on 
World AIDS Day

I n the spirit of thanksgiving, 
gift giving, and resolutions for 
coming years, let’s look at San 
Francisco’s generous endowment 
of AIDS research organizations. 
We are fortunate to be the home 
of the University of California, 
San Francisco (UCSF) Medical 
School and San Francisco Gener¬ 
al Hospital, the Center for AIDS 
Prevention Studies (CAPS), the 
Gladstone Institute of Virology, 
and the AIDS Research Institute 
(ARI), which is a one-year-old 
consortium of all these University 
of California programs. Let’s look 
at who these prestigious organiza¬ 
tions are and what they do. 

Up in an office building in the 
Financial District sits CAPS and 
its director, Dr. Tom Coates, who’s

also the director of ARI. In a war¬ 
ren of cubicles and see-in offices 
sit three floors of researchers, like 
Santa’s elves cranking out research 
grant requests, studies, papers, 
and journal articles. Notice the 
name, it’s purpose is not AIDS 
prevention itself, but AIDS Pre¬ 
vention studies. Mike Shriver as¬ 
sures me that there’s a great deal 
of valuable prevention research 
going on, but it’s hard to keep up 
with it or see its results in action. 

In its own lovely modern 
building in the center of the S.F 
General Hospital (SFGH) campus 
sits the Gladstone Institute of Vi¬ 
rology, half a dozen floors of 
state-of-the-art laboratories and 
its director, Dr. Warner Greene, 
cobbling away at understanding 
virology, immunology, and in 
some (a few) cases the mechanics 
of HIV/AIDS. 

In its own section of the 4th 
floor of SFGH sits the Indepen¬ 
dent Clinical Trials Group (ICTG) 
and its director, Dr. Jim Kahn. It is 
a beehive of activity doing clinical 
studies of AIDS drugs and vac¬ 
cines funded by private drug and 
vaccine companies. Then there’s 


the AIDS Clinical Trials Unit in 
building 80 which is part of a na¬ 
tional network of government 
funded treatment research, and 
CPCRA at 18th and Folsom streets 
that runs community-based trials 
and has finally been allowed to test 
medical marijuana. 

And somewhere on Parnassus 
Heights at UCSF Medical Center 
sits Dr. Jay Levy, the renowned 
immunologist, doggedly tracking 
down an unidentified factor for 
HIV control that most of the re¬ 
search community doesn’t believe 
exists. Levy won an internal ARI 
award on World AIDS Day for his 
mentoring of young re¬ 
searchers. 

Together this scien¬ 
tific assemblage 
makes up what ARI it¬ 
self, in its most recent 
plea for private contribu¬ 
tions calls “the world’s 
most comprehensive orga¬ 
nization battling HIV 
outside the National 
Institutes of Health.” 

In the same letter, 
it cites the following six achieve¬ 
ments: 1) a website largely fund¬ 
ed by private donations from local 
corporations and drug compa¬ 
nies; 2) the San Francisco PEP 
program, which it claims - with¬ 
out any proof - has reduced like¬ 
ly infection among San Francis¬ 
cans by 50 percent, even though 
the PEP program has only treated 
a few hundred exposures and is 
now funded by the city; and three 
vague goals: science to communi¬ 
ty forums, Medicaid expansion, 
and more specialized prevention 
efforts. The one actual scientific 
accomplishment listed is the doc¬ 
umentation of multi-drug resis¬ 
tant HIV, a serendipitous finding 
that was also found at nearly the 
same time by several sites around 
the world. 

True, these institutions have 
many dedicated scientists who are 
doing well-recognized original 
work. Mike McCune is doing out¬ 
standing work on new ways to 
understand and reconstitute the 
immune system. Bob Grant is 
making a real contribution to the 
complicated science of HIV resis¬ 
tance. The Options Project is gen¬ 
erating important data about 
early infection. Morrie Schambe- 
lan and others have made an 
enormous contribution to under¬ 
standing lipodystrophy and wast¬ 
ing. Susan Buchbinder at the San 
Francisco Department of Public 
Health is doing nationally recog¬ 
nized epidemiology and vaccine 
research. And of course, there is 
Paul Volberding and the doctors 
at Ward 86 who are somehow and 
against all odds still managing to 
provide superior public care for 
all those in need of it. Yet some¬ 
how the whole seems less than the 


sum of its parts, and real oppor¬ 
tunities for synergy are only that 
... opportunities. 

On December 1, ARI spon¬ 
sored its third annual World AIDS 
Day symposium, this time with a 
focus on prevention and on lesser- 
known senior researchers. These 
scientific presentations were inter¬ 
esting and good, unlike previous 
years when an effort was made to 
bring in outside scientific speakers 
and showcase the same-old, same- 
old ARI lead investigators. There 
was also a great deal of self-pro¬ 
motion, self-congratulation, and 
fawning over political supporters 
of the programs. 

This began with a may- 
oral campaign flag-wav¬ 
ing video of politicos 
and ARI employees 
talking about the end 
of AIDS, which led to 
the theme of the day, 
“How Do We Prevent 
the Second HIV Epi¬ 
demic.” As one less il¬ 
lustrious, very hard¬ 
working UCSF em¬ 
ployee said to me, “I wish we’d 
end the first epidemic first.” To me 
it looked like a blatant attempt to 
curry favor. This was followed by 
what I think of as Representative 
Nancy Pelosi’s (D-San Francisco) 
“bringing home the bacon” 
speech. She is justifiably proud of 
the funding she has brought to 
San Francisco for battling AIDS. 

The day ended with three 
rousing presentations. Cynthia 
Gomez gave a heartfelt and 
graphically illustrated plea for 
work in disadvantaged communi¬ 
ties. Mike Shriver proposed a col¬ 
lection of initiatives to stop HIV 
infection in San Francisco with 
surveillance, STD treatment and 
prevention programs targeted at 
HIV-positive gay men. Then 
everyone was blown out of the 
water by former Congressman 
Ron Dellums, who rubbed our 
noses in the horror of what’s 
going on in Africa and the rest of 
the world while we worry the fine 
points of prevention in our en¬ 
lightened community. 

So, where do we stand? We can 
give thanks for the resources and 
commitment of our local research 
community. We can demand that 
their work be more relevant to 
real world needs, and insist that 
they get more outside input from 
community advisory boards and 
others. We can insist that the re¬ 
sults of their research be practical 
and valuable, and for them to dis¬ 
seminate research results widely 
and give assistance with imple¬ 
mentation. That would be a real 
gift. We can resolve to get more 
involved ourselves so that the 
work they do is meaningful to us, 
to the country that funds it, and 
to the world. Amen. T 
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zero tolerance policy regarding 
the harassment of gays” and that 
DADT “is being implemented 
fairly and lawfully.” However, no 
one has ever officially been pun¬ 
ished for anti-gay harassment, 
which is supposedly a violation of 
the policy. 

Presidential leadership 

President Bill Clinton called 
the policy “out of whack,” in a De¬ 
cember 11 interview with CBS 


Radio. “I don’t think any serious 
person could say it’s not. 

“For me, what’s important is 
that the policy as implemented 
does not work as I announced and 
as the leaders of our military at 
the time in 1993 pledged to im¬ 
plement it,” Clinton said. 

“I can only hope that this last 
brutal beating death of a gay sol¬ 
dier will give some sobering im¬ 
petus to a re-examination of how 
this policy is implemented, and 
whether we can do a better job of 
fulfilling its original intent.” Clin¬ 
ton expressed hope that the next 
administration and next Congress 


could pass the right kind of law to 
make the policy work. He did not 
commit to having gays serve 
equally in the military. 

The day after the 60 Minutes 
segment and two days after Clin¬ 
ton’s radio statement, Defense 
Secretary William Cohen an¬ 
nounced he will send a team from 
the Pentagon inspector general’s 
office out to the field to spot- 
check military installations over 
the next 90 days to determine 
whether gay and lesbian person¬ 
nel are being harassed and to find 
out how the DADT policy is being 
carried out. T

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please read this leaflet each time 
you renew the.prescription, just in case anything has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement 
for a careful discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT when you start 
taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking 
VIRACEPT and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important to the immune system. 
After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which is required for HIV to 
multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should 
be aware, however, that the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant increases in their CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such as Retrovir® (zidovudine, 
AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other 
antiretroviral drugs reduces the amount or HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age or older. Studies in infants 
younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of VIRACEPT are not known at 
this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the number of infections or other 
illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. 


Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. If used in combination with saquinavir hard 
gelatin capsules at 600 mg three times daily, no dose adjustments are needed. Currently, there are no 
safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects experienced with 
VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the most common side effect in people taking 
VIRACEPT, and most adult patients had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical 
studies, about 20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three times daily had four or 
more loose stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal medicines, such 
as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, 
asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less than 2% of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to 
the illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in patients who took 
VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list 
of side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. The light blue VIRACEPT Tablets should be 
taken three times a day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. You do not have 
to take VIRACEPT exactly every 8 hours. Instead, you can take it at normal times when you are eating. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or decrease any dose or the 
number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine for the exact period of time that your doctor has 
instructed. Do not stop taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you are 
feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give VIRACEPT to others or 
take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from 
your doctor, exactly as written on the label. The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain 
somewhat consistent oyer time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to decrease: 
therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss a dose, you should take the dose as 
soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled.

WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate for you. In making 
your decision, the following should be considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you must not take VIRACEPT. 

You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as 
other medicines, foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not 
known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking 
VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best way to feed your baby. You 
should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, therte is a chance that it can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 years of age with HIV. There 
is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. 
Instructions on how to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with liver disease. If you have liver 
disease, you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of VIRACEPT. Some people 
taking protease inhibitors have developed new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some 
people with hemophilia have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia types A and B, diabetes 
mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent urination. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a prescription. You must 
discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

• Seldane® (terfenadine, for allergies) 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone®(amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute® Cardioquin® Quinidex® and others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life-threatening adverse events. 

• Rifampin (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levelsof VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) * 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different type of contraception since 
VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to fight the virus. It also 
reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV 
medicine, your doctor will direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will depend on how many times a day 
each medicine should be taken. It will also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when VIRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx®(didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: Videx should be taken without food, on an empty 
stomach. Therefore, you should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours before 
you take Videx. 

■ Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now taking place to learn about 
the safety of combining VIRACEPT with Viramune. 

• Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 


Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 through 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 
9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered 
either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be given three times daily using the 
measuring scoop provided, a measuring teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and 
age of the child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided with your VIRACEPT bottle. 

1 1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring teaspoon used for dispensing 
medication should be used for measuring VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure 
you have a medication dispensing teaspoon. 


How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy formula, soy milk, 
dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must 
be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or grapefruit juice, apple juice, or 
apple sauce, because this may create a bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do 
not heat the mixed dose once it has been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in determining the exact dose of 
powder for your child, please ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and therefore should not be 
taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep bottle closed and store at 
room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp 
place. Heat and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any 
medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have questions about VIRACEPT 
or any other medication you are taking, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call

Marshall Aronowitz, organ 
transplant activist, dies

L ongtime organ transplant 
and AIDS activist Marshall 
H. Aronowitz died after a 
lengthy illness while vacationing 
in Cairns, Australia on November 
25. He was 52. 

Aronowitz, who moved to 
Lake County, California from San 
Francisco in the mid-1980s, suf¬ 
fered from AIDS and hepatitis C, 
had been oq.the waiting, list 4pr a 
liver transplant. He was one of 
several activists who worked with 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden 
(D-San Francisco) to secure $1 
million in state funds to pay for 
organ transplants for people with 
HIV disease. 

Though it is not generally un¬ 
derstood by the public, people 
with HIV were not allowed to 
have organ transplants in the U.S. 


prior to Migden’s success at get¬ 
ting the state money for such op¬ 
erations. The state money that 
was included in Governor Gray 
Davis’s state budget went to the 
University of California, San 
Francisco. 

“Marshall was a rare character 
with tremendous will and fight,” 
his friend, Tom Poole, told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “I was so proud 
of his efforts for the transplant 
community.” 

Anative of Jacksonville, Flori¬ 
da, Aronowitz was the son of the 
late Sylvia P. Nazworth and Edwin 
Aronowitz. He moved to San 
Francisco in the late 1960s where 
he set up business as a fine art 
framer, designing and building 
museum quality frames. He re¬ 
tired in the mid-1980s and moved 
to the North Bay. 

Aronowitz is survived by his 
aunt, Harriet Pearlstin Shemar;

and e-mail. The fee will be waived 
for those who cannot afford it. 

“We’re committed to trying to 
assist all people with HIV with 
adhering to their medication pro¬ 
gram, regardless of their ability to 
pay,” emphasized Dr. Joshua Bam¬ 
berger, medical director of special 
projects for DPH. 

Using a confidential alpha-nu¬ 
meric code, the Stadtlanders 
pharmacist will enter each pa¬ 
tient’s medication schedule into a 
computerized system, and then 
issue a pager. The system will im¬ 
mediately begin sending out mes¬ 
sages of the patient’s choice, timed 
according to their prescriptions 
and personal preferences. 

Although the pharmacy is con¬ 
tributing staff time to the pager 
project, filling prescriptions 
through Stadtlanders is not re¬ 
quired to participate. In fact, 
clients of Virtual Action 
Point/Castro can even program 
their paging schedule themselves 
over the Internet, at www.medi- 
mom.com. 

As anyone who would utilize 
the new system knows, taking 
anti-HIV medications as pre¬ 
scribed can often involve popping 
up to 15 pills at a time, two or 
three times a day, sometimes with 
food, and sometimes on an empty 
stomach. 


The trouble is that not taking 
HIV drugs on schedule could ac¬ 
tually be worse than not taking 
them at all, according to Bam¬ 
berger, who has spearheaded the 
pager program. 

“When people take protease in¬ 
hibitors or other antiretrovirals at 
less than the frequency prescribed, 
the virus doesn’t see a high 
enough blood concentration of 
the medication, and that allows re¬ 
sistant strains of the virus to repli¬ 
cate and dominate,” Bamberger 
explained. If people are also en¬ 
gaging in unsafe sexual or needle¬ 
sharing practices, he added, they 
could then spread drug-resistant 
strains of HIV to others. 

A similar program has been 
underway since March for home¬ 
less people at the DPH Action 
Point storefront at 6th and Mis¬ 
sion streets, and has been success¬ 
ful in assisting people with HIV, as 
well as substance abuse problems, 
in taking the medications on time. 
With some 100 clients, that pro¬ 
gram is now full. 

The two Action Point projects 
are supported with $400,000 in 
city funding each year, which 
helps to pay for staff from the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation at the 
6th Street site. Pagers for the pro¬ 
ject have been purchased with 
funding from Bristol-Myers 
Squibb and Abbott Pharmaceuti¬ 
cals, two of the larger manufac¬ 
turers of anti-HIV medications.

Like something out of a bear’s 
wet dream, these lumberjack con¬ 
tests, in which strapping men in, 
well, straps, sometimes stand atop 
enormously phallic cut down 
trees to show how fast they can 
deplete a forest of its natural re¬ 
sources. They slice big logs like 
deli turkey. 

Sometimes they even climb 
the greased poles. Up and down. 
Up and down. Does this re¬ 
mind you of anything? 

Our country has a 
proud tradition - of de¬ 
struction. Any comparative 
glance at topographic maps 
of the US, let alone South 
America, will reveal the global 
pattern baldness strik¬ 
ing our planetary pate. 

We need the paper, 
you think. You’re 
holding some of it 
right now, maybe. 

But it’s not about paper, for the 
most part. No, the main reason 
for forest depletion, aside from 
the rampant suburbanization, in 
which millions of boomers, each 
demand their own little cookie- 
cutter home out of Edward Scis- 
sorhands, is not even the wood 
used to build these barely-above- 
code homes, but that which gets 
charred in the yard out back: 
hamburgers. 

Grazing land for cows to be 
churned up into Big Macs is the 
major reason for “developing un¬ 
used lands.” 

But turning the depletion of 
forests into a sport may be the

same time address issues such as 
affordable housing, rent control, 
and a living wage that Ammiano 
championed. 

“I went to the western side of 
San Francisco,” the mayor said, 
referring to the city’s more con¬ 
servative area. 

For his part, Ammiano was 
upbeat before giving his conces¬ 
sion speech early Wednesday 
morning. “We’ve been a voice on 
rent control, we’ve been a voice 
for people who are traditionally 
shut out and we will be shut out 
no longer,” Ammiano told his 
supporters at the Roccapulco 
nightclub in the Mission District. 
“My voice may be high, my ori¬ 
entation may be gay, my politics 
may be left, but we are right. We 
have moved San Francisco.” 

Ammiano plans to keep his 
coalition of gays, tenants, and 
progressive activists together for 
next year’s district elections. 

With 99 percent of the 
precincts reporting, Brown had 
123,920 votes to Ammiano’s 
83,962. 

While still seemingly embit¬ 
tered by some of Ammiano’s 
charges that erupted during the 
six-week runoff campaign, 
Brown told supporters that he 
was ready to hit the ground run¬ 


ning into his new term and 
would name a committee soon to 
help him develop a detailed plan 
for the city that he will continue 
to govern. 

Brown, who is seen by some 
as arrogant, had dramatically 
toned down his style over the last 
several weeks. “I don’t take or¬ 
ders, I don’t stay on message, and 
it is an effort to be humble,” he 
acknowledged after being pre¬ 
sented with a “Still Da Mayor” 
baseball cap. Brown also thanked 
supporters for their nonstop 
work to get out the vote. 

The incumbent mayor, who 
will be sworn in to another term 
January 8, had heavy support 
from labor groups, the powerful 
Democratic Party organization, 
most city and statewide elected 
officials, and overall had a much 
better organized and Financed 
campaign. 

“You all merged together. It 
has been a year and a month 
since I started this campaign,” the 
mayor said, “and you have no 
idea how relieved I am. It has 
been a very long and tough jour¬ 
ney.” 

Brown pledged to work with 
all San Franciscans, whether they 
voted for him or someone else. “I 
extend the opportunity to all ... 
and that includes Tom Ammi¬ 
ano.” 

Earlier Tuesday evening, elect¬ 
ed officials who supported 


Brown thanked precinct workers 
and others who volunteered on 
the mayor’s campaign, and em¬ 
phasized Brown’s ability to bring 
people together. “Tonight we see 
black, white, gay, Latino, poor, 
rich,” said Assembly Speaker An¬ 
tonio Villaraigosa (D-Los Ange¬ 
les). “The mayor of this city rep¬ 
resents all of us.” 

Openly lesbian Supervisor 
Leslie Katz added, “The secret to 
Mayor Brown’s success is build¬ 
ing coalitions.” 

Tight DA’s race 

In the district attorney’s race, 
incumbent Terence Hallinan was 
clinging to a razor-thin lead 
Wednesday morning over chal¬ 
lenger Bill Fazio. Hallinan was 
ahead 51.3 percent to Fazio’s 49.8 
percent, but there were still sev¬ 
eral thousand ballots yet to be 
counted. Some election observers 
were privately saying that it ap¬ 
peared Hallinan would likely pre¬ 
vail in this race after final results 
were in, likely by less than 2,000 
votes. 

Others watching the vote 
counting said the Hallinan-Fazio 
contest “could go either way” 
right down until the Final votes 
are tabulated. The district attor¬ 
ney’s runoff was a replay of the 
race between the same two can¬ 
didates four years ago when Hal¬ 
linan edged out Fazio by 4 per¬ 
centage points. ▼

using names is a risky proposition 
considering the numbers of peo¬ 
ple who would avoid getting an 
HIV test if they thought their 
names were going to be reported 
to the government. 

“I don’t think most people dis¬ 
pute that names give a level of ac¬ 
curacy a small level better than 
unique identifiers,” said Coles. 
“The question is, is it worth the 
small incremental improvement, 
if it deters testing?” 

One local study found that 68 
percent of gay and bisexual men 
would not get tested if the state 
used a names-based system. If less 
people test, the goal of the CDC to 
target treatment funds to affected 
populations would not be suc¬ 
cessful. In short, the quality of the 
data would hardly be more accu¬ 
rate in a names-based system. 

Although the Legislature and 
governor appear not to support 
names reporting, advocates cau¬ 
tion that unique identifiers in Cal¬ 
ifornia are not a done deal. 

“We need to continue to make 
sure efforts in the Legislature to

saw to their dismay was a gay 
movement that often reinforced 
that stereotype, failed to reflect 
their outlook and attitudes, derid¬ 
ed religion, deliberately offended 
middle-America with its language 
and dress, and increasingly called 
itself “queer.” 

Bawer spoke to this generation 
in a way no one had before. One 
of my gay friends recently recalled 
that, as he read A Place at the Table 
alone in his living room, he came 
across passages that literally 
caused him to jump up on his 
couch and shout “Yes!” It was an 
experience shared by many others 
for whom reading the book was a 
revelation. Finally, someone was 
speaking for them and to them. 
Bawer told them they could, they 
must, be a part of a cause that had 
somehow always seemed alien. 

So in the wake of A Place at the 
Table , this new generation got in¬ 
volved in politics through groups 
like Log Cabin Republicans and 
made the moderate Human 
Rights Campaign the largest and 
richest gay political organization 
ever. They insisted that gay orga¬ 
nizations put issues like marriage 
at the top of the agenda. They 
went back to church. They pub¬ 
lished their own essays in Beyond 
Queer, a book that self-confident- 
ly “challenged] gay left ortho¬ 
doxy.” They set up a popular web¬ 
site, the Independent Gay Forum 
(http://indegayforum.org/), for 
their writings. They refused to sit 
still for lectures - from either the 
gay left or the religious r ight 
about who they should be and 
what they should think. 

A Place at the Table wasn’t sole¬ 
ly responsible for all of this. Much 
of it would have happened any¬ 
way, sooner or later. But the book 
brought it together, nurtured it, 
and sent it on its way. Bawer’s 
world, to a very large extent, is 
now our world; his methods, our 
methods; his goals, our goals. He 
wrote the book of the decade and 
changed gay politics forever. ▼

pass a names-based reporting sys¬ 
tem are stopped,” Fred Dillon, state 
policy director for San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation told the B.A.R. 

Last year, state Senator Ray 
Haynes (R-Riverside) introduced 
a names-based reporting bill; the 
bill was defeated in committee but 
granted reconsideration and is ex¬ 
pected to be reintroduced on Jan¬ 
uary 12. “I’m optimistic that Cal¬ 
ifornia will choose unique identi¬ 
fiers, but we need to advocate 
strongly. There’s still a chance a 
names-based bill could move,” 
Dillon added. 

The push for reporting HIV 
cases began within the past few 
years, long after cases of AIDS 
were already being reported on a 
national level. Used to be, people 
with AIDS would eventually 
check into hospitals, and their 
names would be reported in the 


same manner as other communi¬ 
cable diseases. This report was the 
sole measure of how AIDS was 
progressing in society. But with 
the declining death rate and the 
development of protease in¬ 
hibitors, relying on full-blown 


AIDS statistics no longer offered 
an accurate picture of how and 
where HIV was spreading. Most 
states chose a names-based system 
to track HIV; of the 38 states al¬ 
ready reporting HIV cases, only 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Illinois, 
and Maine use unique identifiers, 


the rest use names. 

Despite assurances by the CDC 
that names are kept confidential, 
mistrust of the government auto¬ 
matically leads some people not to 
test. Additionally, many states 
have passed or are attempting to 


pass legislation that makes know¬ 
ingly exposing someone to HIV a 
crime. Other laws increase penal¬ 
ties for rape, or in extreme cases, 
consider spitting to be attempted 
murder when the accused is HIV¬ 
positive. This means that not 
knowing one’s status is actually 


safer than getting tested in states 
that punish people for knowing 
their status. Unique identifiers 
would ease the fear that a name is 
attached to an HIV-positive status 
in a government file. 

Whichever method California 
chooses, advocates agree that HIV 
reporting here is inevitable. Of 
course, those who continue to 
worry about confidentiality may 
opt for anonymous testing, either 
through home kits or at various 
anonymous testing sites in their 
area. However, there’s a catch: 
once people seek treatment for 
HIV, doctors will have to report 
these cases to their states. This is 
where unique identifiers can 
mean the difference between peo¬ 
ple getting early care to prolong 
their lives and people deciding it’s 
better not to know their status at 
all. ▼

and gay and non-gay civil rights 
groups alike are spreading the 
word not to patronize the slick 
new couple. 

“Let’s hit them in the pocket- 
book,” was the message from the 
group Advocates for Fairness. 

“Get your gas at any other sta¬ 
tion,” said a message posted via e- 
mail by the San Francisco Gay 
Men’s Chorus. 

LGBT advocates said that it 
doesn’t take a scientist to figure 
out which spouse in the new part¬ 


nership was responsible for the 
change. It was Mobil, after all, that 
actually provided a written policy 
protecting LGBT people from dis¬ 
crimination and offering insur¬ 
ance coverage for domestic part¬ 
ners. In the Exxon-Mobil mar¬ 
riage, Mobil seems to have given 
up its identity; only the Exxon 
policies for LGBT people (read: 
none) remain in place. 

Dirtying more than just the 
waters, Exxon-Mobil actually 
tried to pretend last week that it 
did have a policy prohibiting dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of sexu¬ 
al orientation, according to the 
Human Rights Campaign (HRC).

In The Chop Suey Club, 
Bruce Weber’s muse grows 
up in front of our eyes 

by John F. Karr 

to a man 

A t first you’ll probably flip callously through Bruce Weber’s The 
Chop Suey Club (Arena Editions, cloth, $60), scrambling for nude 
photos of the heavenly beautiful boy who is the book’s sole sub¬ 
ject. After skipping pictures of simple contemplative beauty, 
pausing for a moment over some arousingly provocative poses, 
just when you thought you couldn’t wait any longer, and begin to be alarmed 
there might not be any at all — you’ll finally find them. And you’ll find they’re 
no big deal. What is the big deal here is a boy’s passage into manhood, touch¬ 
ing our hearts as it obviously inspired Weber. 

While attending a high school wrestling exhibition, Weber picked the star¬ 
tlingly glamorous face of 15-year-old Peter Johnson out of the crowd. Realiz¬ 
ing that he’d found his muse in the classically pure features of this strapping 
boy from a small town in Wisconsin, he befriended the youth, as well as his 
parents, and was able to launch into a four-year period of documenting his ob¬ 
session. The result, in 205 duotone photographs, many of them delicately tint¬ 
ed, is a singular take on the sensuality of male youth and the transformation 
it undergoes. Beautifully designed, in a small format that makes the book con¬ 
fiding and elegant, The Chop Suey Club is even a somewhat politically pro¬ 
gressive collection. 

This is the popular artist’s most open and most delectable admission of his 
infatuation with young men, and he states his position in a candid afterward. 
Looking at photographs of his recently deceased friend, the photographer 
Edouard Boubat, along with the woman Boubat loved who was his muse for 
many years, Weber writes, “made me realize even more how lucky I was to 
have found someone like Peter, whose spark I wanted to record year after year.” 
At this late date you wouldn’t think any photographer, especially one as laud¬ 
ed and accepted as Bruce Weber, would feel compelled to excuse, rationalize 
or defend the wellspring of his artistry. But if Man Ray had Kiki, if Avedon 
had Dovima, if Beaton had his baby sisters, why shouldn’t Bruce Weber have 
as his muse such a fascinating boy? 

The collection generally foregoes the teasing romps of Abercrombie & Fitch 
catalogues for some equally sexy, but much less-hyped photographs that are 
touching in their directness. They’re all the more appreciable for the filtered- 
light calm yet sensuous technique with which Weber delivers them. It min-

A star Is born: an overview

A mong the mythic female gay icons who cross generations — Mae West, Joan 
Crawford, Bette Davis, Marilyn Monroe, and Marlene Dietrich — Judy Garland 
is unique. She was neither a sex symbol nor a campy diva. She almost inevitably 
played wholesome, sympathetic characters. 

Yet queens mourning her death helped trigger the Stonewall Riots. And her appeal, to 
both gays and straights, was and is potent. In her concerts, she generated a hysteria com¬ 
parable to the young Frank Sinatra, Elvis Presley, or the Beatles, but that madness was not 
tinged with youthful sexual desire. For many gays, she was a victim who fought back and 
triumphed, again and again. Is it only a coincidence that the rainbow indelibly linked to 
Judy is the symbol of gay pride? 

She was born Frances Gumm in Grand Rapids, Minnesota in 1922 to minor vaudevil- 
lians. She and two older siblings made up the singing Gumm Sisters. Pushed by a relent¬ 
less stage mother, the girls made a movie short in which the plain, pudgy Frances sings “La 
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by Roberto Friedman 
and Disco Fever 



T his old bitch century is final¬ 
ly leaving the stage, and 
around these parts, that 
leaves plenty of room for bawdy 
boys and girls to act out in the 
footlights. It was a good fin de sie- 
cle week for fans of a certain ilk, 
i.e. us, as two of our favorite 
recording artists, Brit “mope rock¬ 
er” Morrissey and Canadian free 
spirit Jane Siberry, made rare 
Gay Area appearances. Yeah, yeah, 
we’ve heard all the jokes; go slit 
your wrists, too. 


Morrissey 


At Maritime Hall, Morrissey 
was carried onstage by his four 
bandmates. He looked dapper if a 
bit er older , striking poses in a 
blazer and T-shirt, backed by a 
power-chord band of beefy lads. 
By the second number from Your 
Arsenal, his butch album of years 
past, the jacket had come off, and 
the T-shirt had been sweated up, 
stripped off and lobbed into the 
idolatrous audience. 

Pacing the stage like a petulant 
panther in the zoo, and whipping 
his microphone cord like a lariat, 
The Moz was not at all pleased 
with working conditions. “It’s a 
strange venue, isn’t it? Next time 
we come, I promise, it will be 
someplace better.” But then, it was 
a strange set which he and his 
rockerboys served up. The band 
thundered through a few num¬ 
bers from the recent release Mal¬ 
adjusted, but Morrissey mostly fa¬ 
vored older songs, from early solo 
career discs like Vauxhill and I and 
Southpaw Grammar, which van¬ 
ished without much of a ripple in 
the mid-’90s. And then, as if to re¬ 
ward the moshing-room-only 
crowd for its patience, he sang no 
fewer than three Smiths songs: “Is 
It Really So Strange?,” strident 
crowd-pleaser “Meat Is Murder” 
and, as an encore, the moody 
“Last Night I Dreamt” from 
Smiths swan song album Strange- 
ways, Here We Come.

Back in his father’s town 

Jonathan Moscone heads Cal Shakes Fest

B onathan Moscone, the newly 
If appointed artistic director of 
UP the California Shakespeare 
Festival, believes that there is such 
a thing as a “gay aesthetic.” But he 
happens not to believe it about 
himself. 

“My aesthetic is informed by 
who I am, and part of who I am is 
a gay man,” Moscone said during 
a recent interview. “But that’s not 
the totality of who I am as an 
artist. I do not think my aesthetic 
comes under the heading of gay. I 
think it is more broad-based than 
that.” 

Moscone, 35, made national 
headlines when he came out last 
year at a memorial marking the 
20th anniversary of the murder of 
his father, Mayor George 
Moscone, and Supervisor Harvey 
Milk. “If it has any bearing on the 
work I’m doing now,” he said of 
the high-profile declaration, “it 
helped me to learn that I can 
makes choices for myself, and I 
can communicate those choices 
with my heart.” 

For the past six years, 

Moscone has been an 
associate director at the 
Dallas Theatre Center, 
where his productions 
have included Dancing 
at Lughnasa, Loot, and 
How I Learned to Drive. 

They have not in¬ 
cluded any plays by 
Shakespeare. 

Cal Shakes, 
which stages its shows in the 
Bruns Memorial Amphitheater 
near Orinda, has been an all- 
Shakespeare affair. But that is like¬ 
ly to change under Moscone. So, 
too, will the tradition-bound stag¬ 
ings that have marked the sum¬ 
mer festival’s recent seasons. 

Moscone says he wants to 
bring a modern aesthetic to the 
productions. “I don’t mean to say 
that everything will be done in 
modern dress. When I say mod¬ 
ern, I mean original. That is, fresh 
and youthful and considered. The 
greatness of Shakespeare and the 
other classics I hope to bring to 
this theater is that they offer such 
a wide array of meanings.” 

The young director admits to 
some apprehension about return¬ 
ing to the Bay Area. “I’m the only 
member of my family who left 
and didn’t come back for a long 
time,” he said, “so I’ve forged my 
own identity, and when you try to 
bring that back into an area where 
people know you, it’s always 
scary.” 

Before arriving in Dallas, 
Moscone worked with Joe Papp at 
the New York Shakespeare Festi¬ 
val, interned at Berkeley Rep, and 
graduated from the directing pro¬ 
gram at the Yale Drama School. 
He credits his father with turning 
him on to theater in the first 
place. 

“My dad used to love to go to 
the theater, and he would take me 
with him whenever he could,” 
Moscone said. “I got hooked 
through musicals. I remember 
seeing A Chorus Line at the Cur¬ 
ran, and I just fell in love with it. 
Years later, when I got to work 
with Joe Papp, A Chorus Line was 
still playing on Broadway, and Joe 
let me go to the show as many 
times as I wanted. It was a total 
thrill to have access to A Chorus 
Line, which is a show about the 
essentials of theater.” 

Moscone figures he was about

12 when he accompanied his fa¬ 
ther to A Chorus Line. Two years 
later, George Moscone was dead, 
the victim of a former supervi¬ 
sor’s rage. 

Talking to the Dallas 
Morning News earlier 
this year, he said, “I try 
not to emulate my fa¬ 
ther, but the ambition 
of my father. The for¬ 
ward motion of my life 
is the idea of my dad’s 
risk-taking, the risks 
that eventually re¬ 
sulted in his being 
killed. My dad had 
an exploration that 
was political; mine is artistic. 
They’re not the same, but they re¬ 
quire the same level of fearless¬ 
ness.” 

Reminded of his statement, 
Moscone hesitated. “When I hear 
that read back to me, it sounds 
like I actually am fearless. That’s 
not the case at all. My father, in 
my mythology, may have been 
fearless, but I think he worked 
from the same base of knowing 
what scared him, and I just think 
he confronted each fear as he 
went along. That’s what I’ve tried 
to take from him in my life.” 

Deliciously wet 

An evening of Ovid may 
sound dry, but at Berkeley Rep 
he’s all wet. And that’s a good 
thing. 

Metamorphoses not only pre¬ 
serves the beauty of the Roman 
poet while giving it a surprising 
contemporary kick, it does so on, 
in, and under water. The especial¬ 
ly built pool in Zellerbach Theatre 


can be a heaving sea or an ocean 
of tears, a plaything for the 
spoiled son of Apollo or a primal 
stage for the triumph of Eros. 

The audience is quickly alert¬ 
ed that writer-director Mary Zim¬ 
merman has her own wry take on 
this collection of classic myths. 
When a toga-draped god appears 
high above the pool, he haughtily 
lights a cigarette before telling 
Midas that his wish for the golden 
touch is “a really, really bad idea.” 

Later, in the tale of a mortal 
whose disregard for the gods has 
led to a curse of a permanent, ag¬ 
onizing hunger, a narrator tells us, 
“The godless are always hungry, 
always yelling at waitresses.” 

But Zimmerman is still inter¬ 
ested in illuminating the messages 
of these myths, and she has 
achieved a visual complement to 
the words that can only be de¬ 
scribed as magical. Water is a nat¬ 
ural medium for lovely imagery, 
and Zimmerman so uses it, but 
even at shallow depths, it can also 
be an ominous thing. 

When a sailor leaves his 
beloved wife (“They lived in a 
monotony of happiness,” we 
hear), he encounters a fierce 
storm at sea. Another actor be¬ 
comes the wave that thrashes the 
sailor in a wet and violent frenzy, 
creating a picture more frighten¬ 
ing than any attempt at realism 
could provoke. 

Most of the cast has been with 
this project from its Chicago pre¬ 
miere, and they move about their 
watery stage with muscular confi¬ 
dence. Audience members in the 
front row joked among them¬ 
selves before the show started that 
they might need towels. It turned 
out they did. 

Metamorphoses, running 
through Jan. 16, is saturated with 
an uncommon vision that looks 
into the-very heart of theatrical 
magic. Call (510) 845-4700 for 
ticket information. 

Through Thick and thin 

Thick Description, an imagi¬ 
native but itinerant troupe, final¬ 
ly has a home of its own. Dubbed 
the Thick House, it’s improbably 
located in one of those “live- 
work” lofts in an otherwise resi¬ 
dential development. It almost 
feels like you’re walking into 
someone’s spanking new Portrero 
Hill home that stills smell of fresh 
plaster. 

The auditorium itself is utili¬ 
tarian, or so it seemed on the 
opening night of Under Western 
Eyes. Construction delays had

'Who's Afraid of Edward Albee?' at NCT

T he smallest of New Conser¬ 
vatory’s three theaters has 
been turned into a tiny arena 
for Who’s Afraid of Edward Albee?, 
with the audience peering down 
into a pit suitable for dog fights. 
Or, more appropriately, cock 
fights. 

Michael Kearns’ recent play 
gives new meaning to the idea of 
the backstage drama, as four ac¬ 
tors rip each other to shreds after 
a performance of Who’s Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf? As in Edward 
Albee’s original, the walpurgis- 
nacht is ultimately a catharsis for 
these walking wounded, though 
the effect on the audience may not 
be so profound. 

It is, of course, patently unfair 
to expect the newer play to 
achieve the impact of Albee’s clas¬ 
sic, even if Kearns does set up the 
comparisons himself. On its own 
terms, Who’s Afraid of Edward 
Albee? is by turns a bitchy, grip¬ 
ping, melodramatic, inventive, 
implausible, and uneasy look into 
gay self-loathing. 

Albee, a gay man who 
adamantly refuses the “gay play¬ 
wright” label, has been accused 
over the years of weaving gay 
themes into heterosexual situa¬ 
tions. “That’s bullshit,” he told the 
Harvard Gay and Lesbian Review 
in 1997. But still the fascination 
that Virginia Woolf might really be 
about two gay couples has persist¬ 
ed, perhaps fueled by Albee’s legal 
maneuverings to making sure it is 
never staged that way. 

In Kearns’ variation, four ac¬ 
tors are starring in a high-profile 
unauthorized production of the 
play, which infects a post-perfor¬ 
mance dressing-room encounter. 
In place of “Get the Guests,” the 
boozing actor playing Martha 
suggests a game called, “You’re 
Only as Sick as Your Secrets.” The 
closet, disease, children, and pos-

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sibly even homicide are among 
the secrets that pour as freely as 
the booze. 

Kearns knows how to crank up 
the emotional thermostat, creat¬ 
ing palpable tension as secrets col¬ 
lide. But the play can also seem 
mechanical, even a little clunky, as 
it sets up and resolves its various 
situational dramas. 

Under Arturo Catricala’s direc¬ 
tion, the cast throws itself into the 
maelstrom with an abandon that 
could in places be tempered. Russ 
Duffy, as the actor playing 
Martha, emphasizes a bitter- 
queen approach. Dennis Parks, in 
the George role, handles the play’s 
least interesting character skillful¬ 
ly. Michael Armstrong plays the 
Nick character mostly on the sur¬ 
face, while Scott Cox as Honey 
pushes too hard at the whimper¬ 
ing. 

In the world of this play, gay 


men have progressed no further 
than the guilt-ridden party-goers 
of The Boys in the Band. It would 
be a particularly depressing mes¬ 
sage if it rang truer. ▼

Vintage Broadway 

CDs from Betty Buckley and Lisa Vroman

JH usical theater aficionados 
ImI are in for a treat with 
1W1 these two recent releases, 
one by a Broadway veteran and 
the other fast making a name for 
herself. 

Betty Buckley is a consummate 
performer, a marvel whether ex¬ 
perienced in a role, in concert, or 
in recording. Betty Buckley's 
Broadway, her newest release from 
Sterling Records, is a compilation 
of songs from shows arranged 
chronologically by the year of her 
performances, spanning 1969 to 
1998. 

While most of the perfor¬ 
mances are from Broadway 
shows, a few are from regional or 
off-Broadway productions, and 
two of Buckley’s Broadway ap¬ 
pearances are unaccounted for. 
There is nothing from Pippin, in 
which she replaced Jill Clayburgh 
as Catherine in the mid-’70s, nor 
Triumph of Love, in which she 
starred a couple of years ago. 

Even more annoying is the lack 
of any liner notes whatsoever. 
Those of us enamored with Buck¬ 
ley’s oeuvre would have delighted 
in a brief biographical sketch pro¬ 
viding background for these songs. 
In addition to her Broadway ca¬ 
reer, Betty Lynn has appeared in 
many nonmusical roles on stage, in 
. films and on television. 

The album opens with Buck¬ 
ley’s 1969 Broadway debut as 
Martha Jefferson in Sherman Ed¬ 
wards’ 1776. At 22, her youthful 
voice is sweet and clear on “He 
Plays the Violin,” but lacks the 
richness and depth that she devel¬ 
oped as she matured. 

Cats, for which she won a 
Tony, is the show with which 
Buckley is most associated. The 
overexposed “Memory” is easily 
dismissed, but Buckley’s searing 
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11 AM-7 PM, Sun 
2199 Market St, SF, CA 94114 
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rendition of Grizabella’s late- 
night number gave me goose- 
bumps. 

Cross-dressed as Edwin in The 
Mystery of Edwin Drood, Buckley 
starred with George Rose and 
Cleo Laine in Rupert Holme’s in¬ 
ventive 1985 version of the never- 
completed Dickens tale. From the 
original Broadway cast recording 
are “Perfect Strangers,” a lovely 
duet with Patti Cohenour, and the 
stirring “The Writing on the 
Wall.” 

In 1986, Buckley took over the 
role of Emma created by 
Bernadette Peters in the Ameri¬ 
canized version of Andrew Lloyd 
Weber and Don Black’s Song and 
Dance. “Unexpected Song” and 
“Tell Me on a Sunday” are from 
Children Will Listen (1993) and 
The London Concert (1995), re¬ 
spectively. 

Horror show 

On May 12, 1988, Buckley 
starred in the ill-fated Carrie as 
Carrie’s mother. Coincidentally, 
Buckley had played the gym 
teacher in the 1976 film of the 
Stephen King novel. The musical’s 
reputation as the most unique dis¬ 
aster in Broadway history provid¬ 
ed the title for Ken Mandelbaum’s 
Not Since Carrie: 40 Years of 
Broadway Musical Flops (St. Mar¬ 
tin’s Press). Even if the show only 
lasted five performances, Buckley’s 
“When There’s No One” is a beau¬ 
tifully overwrought paean to a 
misguided mother’s love. 

Buckley’s brilliant acting abili¬ 


ty is also aptly evidenced as she 
wrings all of Mama Rose’s narcis¬ 
sistic agony from the subtext of 
Sondheim’s Gypsy lyrics. The 
pent-up sexual energy is palpable 
in “Rose’s Turn.” The cut from “An 
Evening at Carnegie Hall” only 
makes me wish her entire Paper 
Mill Playhouse performance had 
been recorded. 

With four tracks, Sunset Boule¬ 
vard is the most-represented show 
on this 14-track compilation. As 
Norma Desmond in London and 
Broadway, Buckley is considered 
to be the best interpreter of the 
Andrew Lloyd Weber version of 
Billy Wilder’s masterpiece. In ad¬ 
dition to “With One Look” and 
“As If We Never Said Goodbye” 
(an anguished interpretation 
from the Carnegie Hall concert, as 
opposed to the more wistful ver¬ 
sion from With One Look), this 
album includes the first commer¬ 
cial release of “Surrender” and 
“New Ways To Dream,” previous¬ 
ly .only available on a four-song 
CD sold at the Minskoff Theater 
during Buckley’s run in 1995. 

As an introduction to a profi¬ 
cient performer or a handy col¬ 
lection of most of Buckley’s show 
tunes, this album by one of 
Broadway’s best is a treasure. 

Fresh air 

Lisa Vroman is certainly no 
stranger to musical theatre. In San 
Francisco, she set records in her 
role as Christine in Andrew Lloyd 
Weber’s Phantom of the Opera. 
She played both Fatine and 
Cosette in Les Miserables before 
appearing as a guest star on Hey, 
Mr. Producer, the star-studded 
PBS tribute to Sir Cameron 
Mackintosh. Most recently, she 
was a breath of fresh air as Lucy 
Brown in the otherwise lackluster 
ACT production of Threepenny 
Opera. 

In the exquisitely produced 
and arranged Broadway Classic, 
Vroman revisits some of Broad¬ 
way’s most memorable moments. 




As she lovingly applies her crystal- 
clear soprano and superb acting 
ability to these gems, she elicits 
memories of such adored stars as 
Barbara Cook and Mary Martin. 

Of course, her debut album in¬ 
cludes “Think of Me” and “Wish¬ 
ing You Were Somehow Here 
Again” from Phantom. The lush 
orchestrations of these and all the 
tracks by the “San Francisco 
Radio Orchestra” conducted by 
Gualtiero Negrini help propel this 
album skyward. 

Vroman also works her magic 
with Frank Loesser and Meredith 
Willson before focusing on 
Rogers 8c Hammerstein’s “A Won¬ 
derful Guy,” “Sound of Music,” “I 
Have Dreamed” and “Out of My 
Dreams.” 

Of the two world premieres 
featured, the more successful is 
the poignant “Take of My Soli¬ 
tude” by Tom Megan from A Vi¬ 
sion, an original musical about 
William Butler Yeats. The hysteria 
of “Full Moon” by Jack Eric 
Williams from Mrs. Farmer’s 
Daughter doesn’t quite capture 
Hollywood star Frances Farmer. 

Vroman’s rendition of “Unex¬ 
pected Song” from Song and 
Dance is hauntingly lovely, but it 
was written by Don Black and An¬ 
drew Lloyd Weber, not Leonard 
Bernstein and Stephen Sondheim, 
as listed on the liner notes. These 
two composers are represented by 
“I Feel Pretty,” “A Boy Like That” 
and “I Have a Love” from West 
Side Story. 

Buckley and Vroman may be at 
different points in their careers, 
but in addition to possessing re¬ 
markable vocal instruments, their 
amazing acting ability is what dis¬ 
tinguishes them both. These 
recordings offer two artists pre¬ 
senting beautiful renditions of 
Broadway favorites. ▼

prevented the company from 
moving in until just four days be¬ 
fore opening, and only the most 
basic suggestions of sets have been 
attempted. The debut attraction is 
also a premiere, creating added 
challenges that are not fully met. 

Karen Amano’s Under Western 
Eyes borrows its premise from 
Joseph Conrad’s 1910 novel, and 
moves the setting from pre-Czar 


Russia to a future America follow¬ 
ing “the 2010 riots.” Asian-Amer- 
icans, who have come to be 
known as Mongol-Americans, are 
just regaining their civil rights fol¬ 
lowing draconian efforts to stem 
the Great Mongolian Ascendancy 
Movement. 

The focus is on a college stu¬ 
dent of uncertain Asian heritage 
who gets unwittingly swept up in 
a cat-and-mouse game between 
the FBI and the insurgents. “I’m 
not political,” he protests, though 
we know that will be an impossi¬ 


ble position to maintain. 

A futuristic political drama is 
an intriguing notion, but Amano’s 
text is too often dry and repetitive, 
and Tony Kelly’s direction is un¬ 
easy in the new space. The next 
show will offer a truer picture of 
what a rooted Thick Description 
can do. 

Under Western Eyes will run 
through Dec. 19.

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It’s Bette Midler’s millennium

all security! 

Or not. 

There were no signs of 
arena-show thugs or any other 
protection between Bette Midler 
and the fans who flanked the lit¬ 
tle runway from the stage into the 
vast Oakland Arena. 

One rather large fellow in the 
front row, obviously flying on 
some store-bought high, kept ap¬ 
proaching the stage with his arms 
outstretched. “You’re stoned,” Mi¬ 
dler eventually surmised, but in 
an affectionate sort of way. 

Earlier, a young man carrying 
roses paraded up the center aisle 
loudly singing “Happy Birthday.” 
“You’re three weeks late,” Midler 
said with a Divine Miss M frown. 
“I know you love me,” she added, 
“but you’re gay.” He still managed 
to deliver the flowers into Midler’s 
hands. 

Midler’s Millennium tour ar¬ 
rived in Oakland last Friday with 
all the flash, glitz, and energy be¬ 
fitting a production designed to 
climax on Dec. 31 in Las Vegas. 
But it was these moments of easy¬ 
going spontaneity that finally 
made the frightful admission fees 
palatable. 

The tour will be back in the 
Bay Area on Dec. 18 at the San 
Jose Arena, where the local refer¬ 
ences that Midler sprinkles 
through her banter will surely be 
updated for the Silicon Valley 
crowd. Midler is generous with 
both song and talk (comedy 
writer Bruce Vilanch was conspic¬ 
uously visible at ringside), with 
the final encore coming two hours 
and 45 minutes after she arrived 
on stage atop a huge globe singing 
“From a Distance.” 

This is an all-things-to-all- 
people production, not really a 
greatest-hits show, but represent¬ 
ing most aspects of Midler’s en¬ 
during career. There is a Delores 
Del Lago section and an updated 
Sophie Tucker jokes section. Old 
songs include “Boogie Woogie 
Bugle Boy” and “Do You Wanna 
Dance.” Newer hits include an im¬ 
passioned “Wind Beneath My 
Wings.” Even her early-career stint 
in Fiddler on the Roof is represent¬

our hunch in this fall’s publication 
of Baby Precious Always Shines: Se¬ 
lected Love Notes Between Gertrude 
Stein and Alice B. Toklas (edited 
by Kay Turner; St. Martin’s). This 
savory collection of mash notes 
from Gerty to her Alice brings 
Stein’s obsession with Toklas’ bod¬ 
ily functions strongly to the fore.

ed in a sincere delivery of “Sun¬ 
rise, Sunset,” a song that might 
have once been sung by Delores 
Del Lago, in place of the trash- 
disco version of “My Heart Will 
Go On” that now ends the seg¬ 
ment. 

With her daughter moving 
into her teen years, Midler says 
she now better appreciates the 
sentiment behind the song. Other 
references to maturity aren’t so 
sweet. “I’m suffering from CSS — 
can’t see shit,” she says. “I wish I 


had a Tele-Prompter like the rest 
of those bitches.” 

But at 54, Midler looks fantas¬ 
tic, moves with unnerving agility, 
and can still sing up a storm. 
There are the occasional miscal¬ 
culations, including a distracting 
hula accompaniment to an other¬ 
wise soulful version of “The Rose” 
and some production numbers 
that grow messy, but these are 
overshadowed by the sheer force 
of Midler being Midler. 

At the end of the first act, Mi¬ 


dler is perched upon a rising vol¬ 
cano that erupts as she hits the 
final notes of “My Way.” For better 
or worse, she has always done it 
her way, and though the song is 
done in a comic setting, she prob¬ 
ably means it. ▼

Year-end round-up of books about music

Jon Vickers: A Hero's Life by 
Jeannie Williams; Northeastern 
University Press, $29.95 

I f you were one of those opera 
queens in the ’60s and 70s 
who thought that “Mistah 
Vickahs” (as the ultimate groupie, 
Lois Kirschenbaum, called him) 
was the beau ideal of masculinity, 
a Daddy to die for, you may not 
enjoy Jeannie Williams’ biogra¬ 
phy. Initially, the USA Today 
columnist was a Vickers idolater, 
but when she began hearing the 
stories of backstage arrogance, 
egotism and truculence behind 
the onstage legend, Williams’ re- 
portorial skills kicked in. 

Her unauthorized biography 
of the Canadian tenor, considered 
his generation’s greatest dramatic 
singer, is as even-handed and fair 
as any I’ve read. It indulges in no 
psychobabble, though much of 
Vickers’ weird behavior cries out 
for the psychiatrist’s couch. For 
those who want their beautiful 
memories of Vickers’ perfor¬ 
mances unsullied, best stay away 
from this book. For the rest of us, 
A Hero's Life is a compulsive read. 
For Jon Vickers, rigidly religious 
son of a preacher, man’s man and 
operatic god, was also a homo- 
phobic bigot and sexual hyp¬ 
ocrite. 

Fairness forces me to disclose 
that I occasionally had a drink or

lunch with Vickers when he sang 
in San Francisco, because my 
opera-going companion was 
madly in love with him. Vickers 
inevitably showed up for these 
stroking sessions — which con¬ 
sisted of my friend telling the 
tenor how wonderful he was 
while the great man beamed ap¬ 
provingly — with a breathless girl 
from the ballet or chorus on his 
arm. Since Vickers was known for 
his Old Testament family values 
— remember, this was the guy 
who refused to sing Tannhauser 
because Wagner’s hero had dallied 
with Venus — I never could figure 


out who these “dates” were. 

Williams can’t figure them out 
either, so she generally leaves it 
alone. If Vickers fooled around, he 
left no evidence. He adored his 
wife, mother of his five children, 
whose final illness he honored by 
breaking operatic engagements so 
that he could be at her side. More 
disturbing than suggestions of 
hanky-panky, which, after all, en¬ 
hance a tenor’s reputation, is 
Vickers’ unrelenting homopho¬ 
bia. It reaches such Biblical pro¬ 
portions that, combined with his 
penchant for enveloping young 
women in bear hugs and throw¬ 
ing them about the stage, one can 
only be thankful that whatever 
Vickers’ demons, he didn’t act out 
more often. 

What he did do and say was 
bad enough. He repeatedly re¬ 
fused to sing Captain Vere in Brit¬ 
ten’s Billy Budd because he 
thought Vere was “in love” with 
Billy. Like refusing to sing 
Tannhauser on morals charges, 
Vickers’ argument is more than 
disingenuous. He sang Peter 
Grimes, arguably his greatest role, 
though Britten hated his interpre¬ 
tation. What is Peter Grimes but a 
child molestor and/or murderer? 
What is Siegmund, another of 
Vickers’ great parts, but an inces¬ 
tuous adulterer? Williams gently 
explores how Vickers’ rigid moral¬ 
ity about operatic characters waf¬ 
fled depending on how suitable 
the role was. With its baritonal 
tessitura, Siegmund, incest or not, 


was a perfect vocal fit. 
Tannhauser, on the other hand, 
lies very high and is too strenuous 
for a singer perpetually worried 
about high notes. 

We witness both sides of the 
tenor’s volatile personality, with 
particular venom coming from 
the late Terry McEwen of San 
Francisco Opera, who loathed 
Vickers on personal grounds 
(McEwen was a flaming queen) 
and professional ones (Vickers 
loved pulling the chain of record 
executives and impresarios, just 
because he could). Even from the 
testimony of people who admired 
Vickers, there is sometimes an ap¬ 
palled reaction to his behavior. 
The stories of him lifting sopra¬ 
nos off the ground and tossing 
them about is indignantly repeat¬ 
ed in Galina Vishnevskaya’s mem¬ 
oirs. In this era, that would be 
grounds for sexual harassment, 
but 30 years ago it was “just John.” 

Roberta Knie, his favorite Isol¬ 
de (sorry, Birgit), apparently wor¬ 
shipped him, even while being 
manhandled, but in the end he 
badly betrayed her on a profes¬ 
sional matter. Still, you have to see 
them together in the 90-minute 
video of Tristan excerpts from 
Opera du Quebec in 1976. Both 
are in fabulous voice, and they get 
pretty passionate. Between the 
acts, Vickers, dressed in black like 
an Old West gunslinger, seduces 
the viewers with his outrageous 
comments on Wagner. The burly 
tenor may have been a homopho¬ 
bic nightmare and a colleague 
from Hell, but he was one of the 
most intense operatic artists of 
this century and, when relaxed 
and in control, he is sex on a stick. 
Now I understand my opera pal’s 
lip-smacking adoration. 

Other musical volumes I’d rec¬ 
ommend for gift-giving or for 
your own pleasure: 

Bohemian Fifths by Hans Werner 
Henze, trans. by Stewart

Only two of Henze’s many op¬ 
eras have been performed profes¬ 
sionally in San Francisco — Elegy 
for Young Lovers by Spring Opera 
and Das Veratene Meer by SFO. 
Though employing musical tech¬ 
niques of the past, Henze writes 
totally original music; it is both 
singable and dramatic and, when 
not derailed by politics like We 
Come to the River, often quite 
moving. I heard his best opera, 
Die Bassariden, at its American 
premiere in Santa Fe; it is my fa¬ 
vorite theatre piece written since 
1950. 

“Bohemian fifths” are pro¬ 
scribed intervals played by Bo¬ 
hemian horn players, and Henze 
uses this metaphor for his life. 
Born to a “normal” German fam¬ 
ily, he watched his father become 
compromised by Nazism and 
then was forced to serve in the 
German army. By war’s end, all he 
wanted to do was escape Germany 

— the people, the food, his fami¬ 
ly, the joyless attitude towards art 
and love. He finally moved to Italy 
in the mid-’50s, where he lives 
today outside Rome. Homosexual 
but not conflicted about it, Henze 
writes gracefully even though 
dealing with tough subject matter 

— art, sex, growing up. A long¬ 
time Communist sympathizer, he 
obviously made accommodation 
with that humorless and homo- 
phobic political party. 


Henze thrived musically in 
Italy, having recently completed 
Venus and Adonis, his dozenth 
opera, which has its American 
premiere at Santa Fe next sum¬ 
mer. Most of Henze’s operas are 
inadequately recorded or not 
available at all. For the best new 
introduction to his dramatic 
music, try the 1958 three-act bal¬ 
let, Ondine, written for Margot 
Fonteyn and Fred Ashton, con¬ 
ducted by Oliver Knussen 
(Deutsche Grammophon; two 
discs). 

Stravinsky: A Creative Spring by 
Stephen Walsh; Knopf, $35. 

This is Volume One of the best 
musical biography I’ve ever read. 
It takes Igor Stravinsky from Rus¬ 
sia in 1882 to France in 1934, cov¬ 
ering the period of his greatest 
flowering, his scores for Di- 
aghilev’s Ballets Russes. Walsh is a 
British scholar whose familiarity 
with the Russian language allows 
him to demolish most of the 
mythology surrounding Stravin¬ 
sky’s origins. (The composer and 
his amanuensis, Robert Craft, 
made up a whole background 
which they systematically fed to 
the public.) Walsh seems genuine¬ 
ly to be enchanted by Stravinsky, 
even at his most persnickety, and 
he lets us follow the young man’s 
rise in the music world as if we 
were witnessing some kind of 
mystery thriller. This is compul¬ 
sive reading.

Because we cannot live by 
bread alone, here is a cream puff 
for dessert. It includes essays, clip¬ 
pings from press books, ghost¬ 
written autobiography and pho¬ 
tos of the glamorous mid-centu¬ 
ry French coloratura soprano 
whose marketing efforts make 
Madonna look like an amateur. 
Always glamorously turned out, 
in haute couture and awful hats, 
Lily was catnip to powerful men 
like Dwight D. Eisenhower and 
Andre Kostelanetz (whom she 
married). Amongst dozens of 
photos is one of her singing Lucia 
with Placido Domingo! Some of 
the prose is giddy beyond belief, 
but this is as close as anyone is 
going to get to a “real” portrait of 
this quintessential^ artificial 
woman, so lap it up. It’s more fun

It takes two to tango 

Argentine dance tradition alive and well

fffM or better or worse, the cur- 
Jp rent tango revival is here to 
v. stay. Personally, play that Pi- 
azzolla, and I’m already in heav¬ 
en. I’m always hoping that the ad¬ 
dition of dancing will take me to 
seventh heaven, but it often feels 
as if some tango performances 
leave me in purgatory. 

I will say at the outset that it is 
not fair to compare a locally- 
based choreographer’s low-bud¬ 
get tango concert to a highly suc¬ 
cessful, long-running, interna¬ 
tional production with solid fi¬ 
nancial backing. It’s not exactly a 
David and Goliath analogy, with 
Jose Navarrete’s 2 Tangos and a 
Kiss at Theater Artaud and Luis 
Bravo’s Forever Tango at Theatre 
on the Square in the respective 
roles. But I’ll admit to a desire on 
my part to see each show take on 
certain aspects of the other that 
would strengthen them both. 

Navarrete presented the first 
full-length concert of his own 
work earlier this month, accom¬ 
panied by live music played by the 
excellent quartet Tango #9. With 
the exception of “The Hidden 
Kiss,” all the pieces on the pro¬ 
gram utilize tango as a choreo¬ 
graphic jumping off point in 
Navarrete own unique blend with 
contemporary dance. “Tango 
Libre,” a premiere, opened the 
program to a piece by Astor Piaz- 
zolla. My appetite whetted, I wait¬ 
ed for the dancing to match the 
sensuality and immediacy of the 
music. And it did, especially with 
the added twist of two men, 
Navarrete and Arnel Santiago Al- 
cordo (wearing high heels), tan¬ 
going together. But alternating in¬ 
strumental-only sections left the 
piece a little short on dance. 

By far the best and most suc¬ 
cinct piece on the program was 
“Essays on Tango.” It began with 
Navarrete and Alcordo seated on 
chairs. Their movement slowly 
grew larger and more complex 
until they were tangoing together. 
“Essays” is an exploration of this 
Argentine social dance on all lev¬ 
els: personal, emotional, and in¬ 
terpersonal, all within socially 
constructed roles and rules. Ac¬ 
companied by vintage recordings 
with added aural effects, Navar¬ 
rete and Alcordo simply smol¬ 
dered, the intensity of their rap¬ 
port never letting up. 

The program closed with the 
premiere of Navarrete’s “Valenti¬ 
no,” based on the life of the 1920s 
silent movie idol. With beautiful 
projected slides by Matt Bieder- 
man and lighting designed by Jose 
Maria Francos, this dance/theater 
piece is a valiant attempt both to

present biographical aspects of 
Valentino’s life, and at the same 
time deconstruct the Hollywood 
dream machine that creates idols 
and their fans, and show how that 
process impacts and dehumanizes 
individuals. Many scenes were 
very effective, particularly one in 
which women (and one man, lest 
we forget that attraction knows 
no borders) dragged chairs into 
rows on the stage, suggesting a 
movie theater, and, while sitting, 
proceeded to writhe, scream and 
faint at the sight of their object of 
desire. 

The main problems were a lack 
of clarity in developing the story 
line, which necessitated extensive 
program notes in order to fully 
understand the action, and not 
enough large movement or actual 
dancing to flesh out the narrative 
or engage the audience. By the 
end, I could not have cared less 
about Rudolph Valentino, as he 
never became a figure who com¬ 
manded my empathy. With some 
reworking to bring it up to the 
level of his “Essays,” Navarrete 
could eventually forge a drama of 
intellectual challenge and emo¬ 
tional depth, as the piece’s basic 
concepts are valid, while the real¬ 
ization of it just misses the mark 
at times.

Valery Gergiev rescues Rimsky-Korsakov

I f there’s an opera lover on your 
holiday gift list, take pity and 
take heart. Take pity on the 
poor dear, who’s probably starved 
for the real thing, at least live. Take 
heart, and help said opera lover 
too, by feasting on a series of rare 
live Russian opera recordings, of 
three works by Nikolai Rimsky- 
Korsakov, that’s just hit stores in 
* time for the annual shopping 
orgy. 

San Francisco has long been a 
Russian-opera-loving, as well as 
just an opera-loving, town. Its 
first Rimsky-Korsakov produc¬ 
tion, of the composer’s last opera, 
Le Coq D’or, was, remarkably, in 
1933. The late Kurt Herbert Adler, 
San Francisco Opera’s second 
general director, may not have 
been as adventurous in the Russ¬ 
ian repertoire as he was in others, 
but he always cast his Russian op¬ 
eras with care and on at least one 
occasion in my time here pulled 
off a genuine Russian opera coup. 
The 1975 Queen of Spades fea¬ 
tured Mtsislav Rostropovich in 
the pit and his wife, Galina Vish¬ 
nevskaya, on stage as Lisa — at a 
time when that represented a 
gutsy thing to do politically, for 
the company but more, of course, 
for the visitors from (remember 
this?) “behind the Iron Curtain.” 

On arrival, Adler’s successor, 
Terry McEwen, made big promis¬ 
es about augmenting the Russian 
repertoire and promptly made 
good on them. He did uncom¬ 
monly well by the standard reper¬ 


toire — anyone lucky enough to 
have been on hand for his Eugene 
Onegin with Thomas Allen and 
Mirella Freni can surely still play 
that one back in rich memory — 
and scored big with a new pro¬ 
duction of Mussorgsky’s Khovan- 
shchina. 

The work turns up with some 
regularity on the world’s stages 
now, but at the time — the mid- 
’80s — it was a bona fide rarity. 
(Most people knew the composer 
only as the composer of Boris Go¬ 
dunov.) Even taking his Ring into 
consideration, the production was 
one of the high achievements of 
the McEwen era, and I can re¬ 
member it in a kind of detail I 
can’t summon up for a single pro¬ 
duction I’ve seen this season still 
in progress. Our first openly gay 
general director was good for 
much more than elevating the 
costume shop to unrivaled inter¬ 
national distinction (another of 
his stated goals upon arriving, and 
a mandate that launched a thou¬ 
sand frocks; to know someone at 
McEwen’s costume shop was to be 
the luckiest of queens at Hal¬ 
loween). 

Russian coup 

His successor, Loth Mansouri 
—- with Sally Billingshurst, the 
chief artistic administrator he in¬ 
herited from his two predecessors 
— pulled off the biggest Russian 
coup of all, forging the first West¬ 
ern artistic alliance with then- 
Leningrad’s Kirov Opera. For the 
1991 season, the company co-pro- 
duced a major new production of 
Prokofiev’s monumental War and 


Peace with Kirov and American 
artists, landing the American 
opera conducting debut of the 
Kirov’s Valery Gergiev (who’s 
gone on to become the single 
hottest property in opera today) 
— and SFO had the eerie good 
luck of ushering it onto the stage 
at the very moment the former 
Soviet Union’s ancien regime was 
being ushered off its. 

Timing, as they say, is every¬ 
thing, and it was hard to beat 
touches like this one: on his way 
from a guest-conducting gig at 
the Edinburgh Festival for his 
American opera debut, Gergiev 
got on the plane a Soviet conduc¬ 
tor and deplaned here a Russian 
one. As fate further had it, it was 
my job to interview him off the 
plane, and he sagely had no com¬ 
ment about his in-air change of 
citizenship beyond saying, “Isn’t it 
enough to be a conductor?” In his 
case, it has turned out to be more 
than enough. 

Before signing his current ex¬ 
clusive American opera contract 
with the Met (where one of the 
great orchestras of the world, and 
Sally Billingshurst, are), Gergiev 
went on to give San Francisco an 
array of Russian opera produc¬ 
tions, most of them Kirov co-pro¬ 
ductions, that helped change for¬ 
ever our picture of that special 
repertoire. And he made the re¬ 
lease of each of Philips’ teal blue- 
boxed recordings of Russian op¬ 
eras he conducted a signal event 
in itself. 

Some of the most eagerly (and 
long-) awaited recordings in that 
series, drawn from a Rimsky-Ko-

rsakov Festival at the Kirov in the 
winter of 1994 that became the 
kind of opera event of which leg¬ 
end is made, have finally ap¬ 
peared. At its center, Legend was 
literally made, in the form of a

■ first heard Paul Bowles’ lively 
music on the radio, and then 
found his “Night Waltz” on an 
old Columbia album of piano 
works by various composers 
played by Arthur Gold and Robert 
Fizdale. Years later, I read about 
New York’s Eos Orchestra giving a 
Bowles festival at their first con¬ 
certs in 1995 — the music hadn’t 
been heard in over 4 decades — 
and I finally caught them live at 
the Guggenheim this October. 
The composer, who died Novem¬ 
ber 18 and would have been 90 on 
December 30, was also a fiction 
writer who served as a sort of 
spiritual godfather to the Beats. 
And everyone from Allen Gins¬ 
berg to Mick Jagger went to see 
him in Tangier, Morocco, where 
he’d lived since 1947. 

Bowles’ music and his literary 
works — his 1949 novel The Shel¬ 
tering Sky became a not quite suc¬ 
cessful 1990 Bertolucci film with 
John Malkovich — are usually 
considered polar opposites, the 
music “light,” the writing “dark.” 
Yes, the music is often witty, and 
yes, the stories that stick most in 
the mind are “dark” — the castra¬ 
tion of the Berber boy in “The 
Delicate Prey” is hardly an upper. 
But there’s a link between them, 
and that link is Bowles’ complete 
mastery of style — every note and 
word is telling. His wife Jane 
(1917-1973) was equally clear and 
stylish in her writing, and both 
were gay yet devoted to each other. 

Eos’ 5-work CD Paul Bowles: 
Music (Catalyst/BMG) has style to 
burn. This is unpretentious yet 
sophisticated music that has a 
French exactitude of tone. The 6- 
song suite “Secret Words,” orches¬ 
trated from the original 
voice-piano version by 
founder-conductor-artistic direc¬ 
tor Jonathan Sheffer, is sung here 
by baritone Kurt Ollmann (he did 
parts of the AIDS Quilt Song- 
book). And he makes it sound 
spontaneous. 

The 1947 “Pastorela: First 
Suite,” which Bowles wrote for 
Lincoln Kirstein’s Ballet Caravan, 
sounds just as natural. It’s also a 
lot snappier than his teacher 
Aaron Copland’s piece based on 
Mexican material, “El Salon Mex¬ 
ico” (1933-36). “The Wind Re¬ 
mains” (1941-42) is a theatre 
piece by Garcia Lorca which 
Bowles has set as a zarzuela, a 


production of Rimsky’s penulti¬ 
mate opera, The Legend of the In¬ 
visible City of Kitezh and the 
'Maiden Fevroniya, known among 
its devotees simply as Kitezh. 

It’s somehow also become 
known as the Russian Parsifal, 
which accurately hints at its es¬ 
sentially magical, even mystical 
nature but also misrepresents it, 
or at least sets up expectations 
slightly too high for it to reach. It’s 
by no means as consistently in¬ 
spired a score as Wagner’s, though 
its inspired moments are lofty in¬ 
deed. Among the myriad elements 
of its fairy-tale plot is a love that 
transcends death.

Spanish hybrid similar to a comic 
opera or musical. Mezzo-soprano 
Lucy Schaufer and tenor Carl 
Halvorson are touching and 
funny, the orchestra richly col¬ 
ored. But “The Concerto for Two 
Pianos and Orchestra” (1946-47), 
though expertly played by Alan 
Feinberg and Leslie Stifelman, 
comes off as commercial in the 
worst way. Composer Peggy 
Glanville-Hicks’ essay in Eos’ 
book on Bowles hits the nail on 
the head — “the result [here]... is 
a surrealism where fragments are 
stirred into a new relationship, 
but where each fragment is still 
glaringly what it was, recalling 
former juxtapositions.” 

It’s too bad that Eos hasn’t 
recorded any of the incidental 
music that Bowles was famous for 
in his time — scores for plays or 
productions by Orson Welles, Lil¬ 
lian Heilman, and Tennessee 
Williams, including The Glass 
Menagerie (1944) and Summer 
and Smoke (1948) -— because he 
clearly had dramatic gifts. You 
could even say that the forms he 
worked in — songs, plays, jazz, 
blues — were a kind of closet he 
lived in or a mask he wore as a gay 
artist, if not for the fact that a 
straight composer like Stravinsky 
did the same thing. Still, a gay sen¬ 
sibility seems to have permeated 
his work. The Bowles who reveals 
himself in an interview with fel¬ 
low composer Phillip Ramey 
sometimes sounds like a cross be¬ 
tween Andy Warhol and Quentin 
Crisp. Asked how audiences 
might respond to his music today, 
he remarks, “I suppose the best 
that they could think about it is 
that it has charm. That’s already 
saying a lot.” 

Indeed it is. V

'Meet Me in St Louis' at the Castro

M JM arc Huestis, aka Hostess 
!WI ^ earest > has created his 
iWI own genre in local (and 
lately, national) entertainment. 
The Flo Ziegfeld of the Castro, as 
drag divinity Matthew Martin re¬ 
cently dubbed him, has resurrect¬ 
ed vaudeville shtick as queer 
campfest. Typically these events 
take place at the Castro and con¬ 
sist of a bad, or good-bad, movie 
augmented by video clips, drag 
queens, kitschy beauty pageants, 
and a live interview with a some¬ 
times hapless guest star usually 
sliding down the wrong side of 
the Hollywood power curve. 

This year the Hostess takes a 
slight detour from the usual tour 
of Hollywood’s back alleys, avoid¬ 
ing the temptation of another Val¬ 
ley of the Dolls, Mommie Dearest 
or Poseidon Adventure in favor of 
a bona fide classic that queens of 
every sex and sensibility can em¬ 
brace, Vincente Minnelli’s Meet 
Me in St. Louis (1944). Not that 
camp won’t be wafting through 
every crack in the Castro on Fri¬ 
day night. Judy Garland will ap¬ 
pear not only as the star of the 
film but in the flesh, Lazarus-like, 
courtesy of Connie Champagne. 
Judy’s daughter Lorna Luft (aka 
the Anti-Liza) will be grilled on¬ 
stage by Jan Wahl; and a legion of 
drag queens, led no doubt by 
Matthew Martin, will be stam¬ 
peding up and down the aisles. (If 
you have an aisle seat, be sure to 
pull in your gown.) 

Meet Me in St. Louis is in fact a 
surprisingly good choice for this 
venue — a holiday movie that’s 
quite affecting but never cloying. 
It was director Vincente Minnel¬ 
li’s third directorial effort, after 
Cabin in the Sky (1943) and I 
Dood It (1943), the latter a dim 
vehicle for Red Skelton and tap 
queen Eleanor Powell. Minnelli 
must have run screaming to Judy 
Garland after the idiocies of Skel¬ 
ton, and Meet Me in St. Louis is his 
first fully realized project. 

The film was based on Sally 
Benson’s New Yorker stories about- 
her childhood in the Midwest. 
Minnelli jumped at the chance to

In this wonderful recording, 
the lovers are Galina Gorchakova 
(Fevroniya) and Yuri Marusin 
(Prince Vsevolod), two of the 
most distinctive voices in 
Gergiev’s stable of Kirov singers. 
It turns out this is the only record¬ 
ing of the three that was actually 
recorded live during the Festival, 
yet there are virtually none of the 
usual trade-offs in the bargain. 
The sound is excellent, the or¬ 
chestra plays like gods, and 
Gergiev leads a performance that 
elevates this already elevated 
score. 

The other two items are the 
more familiar The Tsar’s Bride and 
the virtually unknown Kashchey 
the Immortal. Both have plots 
nearly as fanciful as Kitezh, but 
while Bride’s is another fairy tale, 
Kashchey is sheer surrealism. A 
studio effort, this new Bride virtu¬ 
ally eliminates the competition 
and includes some sumptuous 
singing by two San Francisco fa¬ 
vorites, Dmitri Hvorostovsky and 
Olga Borodina — the latter of 
whom Gergiev has said has the 


direct, warming to the idea of 
working again with a musical, as 
he had during his early stage ca¬ 
reer. Judy was less thrilled; with 
dopey teenage-girl roles safely be¬ 
hind her after films like Presenting 
Lily Mars, she had no intention of 
playing another starry-eyed 17- 
year-old, the age of the Esther 
Smith character in the Benson 
stories. Reportedly she was vehe¬ 
ment in her opposition — even 
trying to enlist Minnelli in killing 
the project — until Louis B. 
Mayer ordered her to take the 
role. (Perhaps he threatened to 
confiscate her pill box.) 

Canon fodder 

Meet Me in St. Louis works as 
both a Garland vehicle and a typ¬ 
ically sophisticated work in the 
Minnelli canon. It’s more a series 
of interludes of small-town (St. 
Louis) family life circa 1903 than 
a linear narrative. These inter¬ 
ludes are enchanting miniatures 
following four seasons in the life 
of the Smith family — Esther 
courting “The Boy Next Door” 
(one of the film’s songs that’s part 
of her arsenal); a surprisingly 
scary Halloween sequence with 
Esther’s ghoulish little sister 
Tootie at the center — that to¬ 
gether make up a compelling pic¬ 
ture of the pleasures of being part 
of an eccentric group of people 
who also happen to be a family. 
This was one of Minnelli’s con¬ 
stant themes, simpatico souls try¬ 
ing to preserve their small piece of 
the world in the face of some ex¬ 
ternal threat. Here that threat 
takes the form of an obtuse, dom¬ 
ineering father (well played by 
Leon Ames), who’s constantly 
beset by what looks like a matri¬ 
archy of wife and four daughters 
and plans to disrupt their privi¬ 
leged existence by moving them 
to New York City, away from 
everything they care about. The 
film gets tremendous emotional 
mileage out of this threat, partic¬ 
ularly in Garland’s wistfulness 
and stoicism and 5-year-old 
Tootie’s (Margaret O’Brien) terror 
and hysteria. 

Garland is at her most lumi¬ 
nous in the film, having left be¬ 
hind the pudgy teen of her Oz 


sound around which he has built 
his entire company. 

For Rimsky-Korsakov initiates, 
Kashchey the Immortal may be a 
literally ideal place to begin the 
investigation. At one act (and one 
CD), it’s of entirely manageable 
dimensions, and it’s such an ad¬ 
vanced work, in every respect 
from conception to execution, 
that even if it is unusual for the 
composer, it shows him at peak 
strength. He’s been given short 
shrift by dint of the West’s limit¬ 
ed knowledge of him, based most¬ 
ly on pieces like “The Flight of the 
Bumblebee” and The Golden 
Cockerel (his last opera, a comedy, 
and again an atypical work) and 
his reorchestrations of Mus¬ 
sorgsky and others, for which he 
is mostly deplored. 

As these three new releases 
make clear, there’s far more where 
all that came from. Rumor has it 
that the Opera will be presenting 
The Tsar’s Bride —with Borodina 
and Hvorostovsky — next fall. 
Even if that’s not true, there’s 
never been a better time to inves¬ 
tigate this wonderful composer, 
for as much of a household name 
as he is, still oddly neglected. ▼ 


that produced The Wizard of Oz. 
Minnelli’s dictatorial approach to 
lighting, camera moves, and the 
acting drove the technicians crazy.

days in favor of a more angular, 
intense, adult look, gorgeously 
rendered in Minnelli’s soft palette. 
The acting is first-rate through¬ 
out, from Mary Astor’s droll 
mother to Lucille Bremer’s sweet 
and silly older sister to Margaret 
O’Brien’s unforgettably weird 
Tootie, who, trying to make the 
best of the threatened move, says, 
“When I go to New York, I’m tak¬ 
ing all my dolls ... the dead ones, 
too.” She gets several of the film’s 
most powerful scenes: her fren¬ 
zied assault on a group of snow¬ 
men, her hysterical accusation 
that Esther’s boyfriend attacked 
her. (In many ways she prefigures 
an equally enthralling other¬ 
worldly child, Wednesday Ad- 
dams.) 

Much of the film can be seen 
as a Garland vehicle; she sings 
some of the most memorable 
tunes of her career here, including 
“The Trolley Song,” which beauti¬ 
fully harnesses the singer’s churn¬ 
ing energy. Her rendition of 
“Have Yourself a Merry Little 
Christmas,” sung to an over¬ 
wrought Tootie at a dark window 
sill, remains unmatched for the 
singer’s sincerity and Minnelli’s 
bittersweet visualization. 

The production circumstances 
were as dramatic as the film itself 
— perhaps more so, given Meet 
Me in St. Louis’ quiet charms. 
There was an inordinate amount 
of illness among the actors, 
though perhaps not unexpected¬ 
ly with the eternally edgy Gar¬

gles a melancholy with the heady 
physicality of the model, so that as 
we celebrate the onset of Peter’s 
adulthood, there is a simultane¬ 
ous sadness at the loss of his 
youth. 

Tabula rasa 

I wonder why this book about 
a boy sticks to me in a way others 
haven’t, like Steven Underhill’s 
impossibly cute twins, spilling out 
of their carton like so much pop¬ 
corn (buttered), or Howard Roff- 
man’s dewy youths, sentimental¬ 
ized by a softness that coos over 
their sexual ardor. Maybe it’s be¬ 
cause Weber sees in his youth 
more than his own fantasies. Peter 
was a blank slate, charmingly 
open to the cosmopolitan, super¬ 
model dreams Weber drew upon 
him. We see Peter as Premiere 
Danseur, as pirate, cowboy, male 
houri and hipster — even as a 
bride! Yet Weber also strips the 
dreams from Peter, revealing the 
simple boy and taking pains to 
show us the developing aspects of 
his manhood, in both costumed 
appearances as well as in nudes 
unforced in their naturalness. 

Lift the dust jacket of The Chop 
Suey Club and on the book’s cover 
you’ll find the embossed inscrip¬ 
tion from Whitman, “who touch¬ 
es this touches a man.” In almost 
any other circumstance, this 
would be publicist’s hype. Not 
here. 

Yet what are we to make of this 
older, worldly, gay photographer 
leading an unformed, unsophisti¬ 
cated, and heterosexual youth into 
a world he never could have imag¬ 
ined back on the farm in Wiscon¬ 
sin? Fantasize what you will — 
and fantasy is the chief indulgence 
of many of these photos — but 
Weber seems to be the best friend 
and mentor a boy could have. At 
the book’s end, Peter is 19 years 
old, and seen with his infant 
daughter. What a delicious and 
glamorous, yet bittersweet and 
nostalgic tale this has been. Like 
other Weber editions, it’s strictly 
limited in quantity, and nearly 
sold out as I write. ▼ 


Trashed for Christmas 


' White Trash Compactor' at Josie's

T he election is over, but dur¬ 
ing the first week of White 
Trash Compactor: A Cul-de- 
Sac Christmas, the lobby of Josie’s 
was still serving as an Ammian(f 
headquarters. As the seekers of 
frivolous entertainment lined up 
for the show, a group of young 


volunteers were still at work long 
after the sun had set. 

Once inside the club, I thought 
I should at least be stuffing en¬ 
velopes at my little cabaret table. 
And after the show started, I de¬ 
cided that any productive distrac¬ 
tion would have been welcome in 
helping* to pass the next two 
hours. 

White Trash Compactor is the 


product of the Artfull Circle The¬ 
atre, the same outfit that has pre¬ 
sented Christmas with the Craw¬ 
fords over the years. But despite 
that promising credential, the new 
show must be ranked as a disap¬ 
pointment. 

The premise of four bored 
housewives who dream of show- 
business stardom certainly pro¬ 
vides easy opportunities for social 
satire and musical parody, but the 
former is obvious and the latter is 
erratic. 

Jokes about vibrators, home¬ 
shopping networks, and psychic 
friends are well trod, and Mark 
Sargent’s script takes them no 
place new. Trauma Flintstone, 
Jason Scott, Roderick McFarland, 
and Sargent look a lot funnier 
than what their hard work is able 
to mine from the material. 

Musically, the performers 
seem to want to be taken serious¬ 
ly, and several songs in the quirky 
selection of pop tunes are sung 
straight. But a pretty-good ver¬ 
sion of Cyndi Lauper’s “Time 
After Time,” for example, isn’t 
going to cut it, especially when the 
songs are so clumsily shoe-horned 
into the meager plot. Later, some

last week, for a run through Janu¬ 
ary 2, including a New Year’s Eve 
performance. This show doesn’t 
pretend to be anything more than 
a showcase for some amazing 
dancers, and you should come out 
feeling like it’s finally time to start 
those tango lessons, or at least buy 
the CD and dance in your living 
room. The 11-piece orchestra, di¬ 
rected by Lisandro Adrover, who 
also did the arrangements, is mag¬ 
nificent, with great violin, piano 
and bandoneon soloists. The 
night I went, Bravo himself was 
playing cello. I could have done 
without the vocal numbers, which 
were on the melodramatic side. 

Of the seven couples dancing, 
Claudia Mendoza and Luis Castro 
were clearly the audience fa¬ 
vorites, with their warmth, humor 
and lightning-quick execution. 
My personal favorites were Kari¬ 
na Piazza and Jorge Torres, and 
Carolina Garcia and Hugo Patyn, 
who tango with elegance, artistic 
rapport and seamless musicality. 
The rest of the cast was phenom¬ 
enal technically, though often dis¬ 


tant. I know there should be de¬ 
tachment in tango, but it needs to 
be an eloquent detachment, one 
that speaks of the layers hidden 
underneath; here, often the de¬ 
tachment seemed passive, rather 
than deliberate. 

The evening could use more 
shaping. The opening group 
number, which shows the low-life 
beginnings of tango, is exciting 
and really uses the dance’s vocab¬ 
ulary to tell the dramatic line. I 
would love to see that idea carried 
through the entire program, with 
all the duets woven together with 
each other and the music. 

What would happen if Navar- 
rete had dancers the caliber of the 
Forever Tango cast, and Bravo had 
more of Navarrete’s artistic vision 
and insight? Who knows? But in 
the meantime, about those tango 
lessons. Rhythm and Motion 
Dance Studio (621-0643, for 
schedule) offers an environment 
friendly to same-sex couples, with 
instructor Navarrete. ▼

T he year is coming to a close 
and everyone is looking for¬ 
ward to the end of this cen¬ 
tury.

ened out if people will communi¬ 
cate intelligently with each other. 

Heterosexual people involved 
with the planning are making a se¬ 
rious effort to push forth and 
dominate the conference with 
their agenda(s), excluding the 
BDSM communities in the 
process. I have no problems with 
heterosexual BDSM people, per¬ 
sonally, and am in support of “in¬ 
clusion” and “diversity,” but I 
would just rather deal with bona 
fide gay oriented men and women. 

I certainly hope that whoever 
has the clout in the organizing of 
LLC2000 will get it going in a pos¬ 
itive direction and stop all the 
bickering and infighting. Other¬ 
wise, LLC2000 is in the same situ¬ 
ation as MMOW 2000. 

All last weekend email was 
zooming back and forth all over 
the country calling for the ouster 
of a certain Washington, DC male 
member of Black Rose and his fe¬ 
male puppet mouthpiece (and 
former lover) who are pushing 
their own agenda and that of their 
club for LLC 2000.

Judy Garland

Cucaracha.” It was clear she was 
the only Gumm with talent. 

In 1936, re-christened Judy 
Garland, she was teamed with 
Deanna Durbin in an MGM 
short, Every Sunday Afternoon, 
contrasting Durbin’s operatic 
singing with Garland’s pop/swing 
style. The studio was impressed 
with Durbin, but an administra¬ 
tive goof let Universal sign her, 
where she became a big star. 
MGM saw little potential in Judy. 

The studio lent her to 20th 
Century Fox for Pigskin Parade 
(1936) with Betty Grable. Noth¬ 
ing came of it. However, Roger 
Edens adapted “You Made Me 
Love You,” retitled it “Dear Mr. 
Gable,” and had Judy sing it at a 
birthday party for the jCing of 
Hollywood. She wowed MGM’s 
executives, who rushed her into 
Broadway Melody of 1938 (1937), 
where she sang the song, earning 
critical plaudits. She followed 
with Thoroughbreds Don't Cry, 
Everybody Sing, Listen Darling, 
and Love Finds Andy Hardy. 

Oz beckons 

Those films did well, but stu¬ 
dio head Louis B. Mayer opposed 
giving her Dorothy in 1939’s The 
Wizard of Oz. Only the studio’s 
failure to borrow Shirley Temple 
got her the part. The film, her first 
masterpiece, was a smash, earned 
her a special Oscar, and gave her 
“Somewhere Over the Rainbow.” 

She and Mickey Rooney were 
popular together: Babes in Arms, 
Andy Hardy Meets a Debutante, 
and Strike Up the Band. She 
played mother and daughter in 
Little Nellie Kelly. Ziegfeld Girl 
(1941) teamed her with studio 
beauties Hedy Lamarr and Lana 
Turner, but it’s her film. That 
same year she did Life Begins for 
Andy Hardy and Babes on Broad¬ 
way. In 1942, she got sole star 
billing in For Me and My Gal 
(Gene Kelly’s debut), proving she 
could carry a film. Her salary went 
up, as did the pace of work: Pre¬ 
senting Lily Mars, Girl Crazy, As 
Thousands Cheer, and in 1944, her 
second masterpiece, Meet Me In 
St. Louis, directed by new hus¬ 
band Vincente Minnelli. (She had 
briefly been married to orchestra 
leader David Rose.) 

She was superb in her first 
drama, playing a wartime bride in 
Minnelli’s The Clock (1945). But 
the public wanted singing, so in 
1946 she did The Harvey Girls, 
battling dance-hall queen Angela 
Lansbury. It made a fortune. She 
guested in Ziegfeld Follies and Till 
the Clouds Roll By, then re-teamed 
with Kelly for the disappointing 
The Pirate (1948). It, however, had 
huge grosses, as did Easter Parade,

opposite Fred Astaire. The ex¬ 
hausting pace of work and the 
studio-imposed regimen of am¬ 
phetamines and barbiturates were 
taking their toll. She guested in 
Words and Music but wasn’t up to 
re-teaming with Astaire in The 
Barkleys of Broadway (Ginger 
Rogers replaced her). She was 
wonderful in The Good Old Sum¬ 
mertime (1949), so MGM pur¬ 
chased Annie Get Your Gun for 
her, but her problems delayed 
shooting, and halfway through 
filming she was fired, replaced by 
Betty Hutton. Her last film for 
MGM was Summer Stock (1950) 
— she’s overweight but otherwise 
splendid. She slimmed down for 
the great finale, “Get Happy,” her 
farewell to Leo the Lion. 

Emotional problems plagued 
her, but in 1951 she sold out the 
Palladium. Next came a legendary 
engagement at New York’s Palace. 
Booked originally for four weeks, 
she played 19, setting box office 
records. Hollywood noticed. 
Warners offered A Star Is Born 
(1954), produced by third hus¬ 
band Sid Luft. Despite delays 
(blamed on her, but director 
George Cukor insisted they re¬ 
sulted from reshooting many 
scenes in Cinemascope), the film 
was brilliant and a hit. “Just about 
the finest one-woman show in 
modern movie history,” crowed 
Time. Incredibly, she lost the 
Oscar to Grace Kelly in The Coun¬ 
try Girl. 

Electrifying Carnegie 

Warners, wary about her unre¬ 
liability, offered no further films. 
She grew stout, but it didn’t affect 
her concerts, including her his¬ 
toric 1961 appearance at Carnegie 
Hall. She electrified the audience 
as no performer ever had. The live 
album became the first 
two-record set to sell over a mil¬ 
lion copies, and she repeated the 
concert around the country, set¬ 
ting box office records. 

Hollywood asked her to join 
Spencer Tracy, Burt Lancaster, 
Marlene Dietrich, Montgomery 


Ulitt, Richard Widmark, and 
Maximillian Schell for Judgment 
at Nuremberg (1961). She got star 
billing for a nine-minute cameo, 
earning a Best Supporting Actress 
Oscar nomination, but losing to 
Rita Moreno in West Side Story. 

She and Lancaster co-starred 
in A Child Is Waiting (1962), 
about mentally retarded children. 
They were excellent, but the pub¬ 
lic wasn’t interested in the somber 
story. I Could Go On Singing 
(1963) was a vaguely autobio¬ 
graphical melodrama about a 
self-centered singer battling 
ex-husband Dirk Bogarde over 
their son. Her singing is superb, 
but her acting self-indulgent. 
Business was fair. The following 
year she provided the voice of 
Mewsette in the animated Gay 
Purree, her last film. 

She had made several televi¬ 
sion specials, all ratings and criti¬ 
cal successes. In 1963, CBS offered 
a record sum for 39 one-hour 
shows. Soon after she signed, net¬ 
work head Jim Aubrey took a dis¬ 
like to Garland, and problems 
began. He dumped her into Sun¬ 
day evenings opposite top-rated 
Bonanza. The first batch of shows 
suffered from labored comedy 
routines, coming alive only when 
she sang. Guests included Lena 
Horne, Peggy Lee, her children 
Liza Minnelli and Lorna and Joey 
Luft, Ethel Merman, and the 
young Barbra Streisand. 

Towards the end of the run, 
Garland, slim and soignee, con¬ 
centrated on singing; critics raved. 
Ignoring CBS’s objections, she 
movingly sang “Battle Hymn of 
the Republic” in tribute to the 
slain President Kennedy. But the 
stress of a weekly show proved too 
much. She quit after 26 episodes. 

Her marriage to Luft ended 
bitterly, and she was plagued by fi¬ 
nancial and vocal problems and 
growing unreliability as a per¬ 
former. Concerts were canceled or 
started late, but when she finally 
appeared, audiences cheered. In 
1967, 20th Century-Fox offered 
Helen Lawson in Valley of the 
Dolls. But Garland had doubts 
about portraying so unsympa¬ 
thetic a character, and delayed 
filming, forcing the studio to re¬ 
place her with Susan Hayward. 

She continued her concerts, 
packing them in despite a reluc¬ 
tance to sing much new material. 
Her death from an overdose of 
drugs in 1969 stunned the world, 
triggering unprecedented trib¬ 
utes. Her body lay in state in New 
York, and the public bid farewell 
to “Miss Show Business.” Said 
British writer Philip Oakes, “She 
is a great artist. She is Judy. She is 
the very best there is.” The Amer¬ 
ican Film Institute recently 
agreed, naming her eighth on its 
list of the top 25 movie actresses 
of the century. T

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Heroes and heroines of World War II

W e are fast approaching a 
time when the last sur¬ 
vivor, the last living wit¬ 
ness to the horrors of World War 
II will die, a fact which makes the 
gathering of survivor stories all 
the more compelling. Of course, 
collecting the tales is only the first 
part. The stories must be made 
available to the widest possible 
audience, and most importantly, 
they must be read, heard, remem¬ 
bered. Three new books tell the 
stories of the extraordinary 
courage and persistence of ordi¬ 
nary people in terrifying times. 
Each reminds us of our duty to 
ourselves and others, as well as to 
life itself. 

Gad Beck tells an astonishing 
tale in the first volume of his 
memoirs, An Underground Life. 
Born in Berlin in 1923, the child 
of a Jewish father and a Christian 
mother, that Beck endured at all is 
astounding, but that he survived 
with a love of life, and a delight in 
all things gay and sexual, is truly 
remarkable. Becks family was al¬ 
most middle class, and struggling 
for improvement, when Hitler’s 
madness overtook Germany, and 
financial betterment took a back 
seat to survival. Beck learned how 



to think on his feet, and how to 
save not only himself, but a host 
of others whose very existence 
was threatened hourly by the 
Nazis and their all-too-willing ac¬ 
complices. 

I can’t imagine the horrors, but 
I am even less able to consider the 
possibility of enduring the Holo¬ 
caust with any sense of joy. What 
makes Beck’s memoir so readable 
is his insistence that the fact he’s 
running for his life doesn’t mean 
that he shouldn’t notice and de¬ 
light in, a companion’s warm, 
small or great body. Don’t get me 
wrong. Beck worked with the un¬ 
derground throughout the war, 
risking his life, but he found no 
reason to pass up opportunities 
for mutual pleasure that hap¬ 
pened his way. An Underground 
Life is an inspiring tale that should 
serve as a reminder that straight 
people don’t have a monopoly on 
courage. 

Hidden asset 

Edith van Hessen Velmans was 
13 years old in 1938 when she 
began keeping a diary. Dutch by 
birth, Jewish by religion, she lived 



the life of a loved and pampered 
child until the Nazis invaded Hol¬ 
land. Her parents struggled first to 
keep the family together, then to 
keep them alive. Only Edith and 
one brother (who was sent to 
America before the invasion) sur¬ 
vived the war. She managed to 
stay alive because she was hidden 
by a Gentile family willing to risk 
their own lives to save a Jewish 
child. What makes Edith’s Story so 
compelling is the courage of ordi¬ 
nary people. Edith’s gentile fami¬ 
ly even took an SS officer into 
their home in order to create a 
false impression of, if not collabo¬ 
ration with the Nazis, at least a 
willingness to go along in order to 
get along. This ruse was terribly 
dangerous, but served to mask 
Edith’s presence. 

In her diary, Edith captures the 
creeping incrementalism of the 
Nazi actions against the Jewish 
populations of conquered territo¬ 
ries, the small outrages gradually 
leading to imprisonment and 
death. She quotes her father: “It’s 
strange how much you can bear, if 
your doom is parceled out in small 
doses.” Edith’s story is one of re-

fusal to surrender human dignity 
in the face of overwhelming force. 
Her diary suggests that no less can 
be expected of any of us. 

Raw grit 

On the other side of the world, 
a group of American nurses who 
volunteered for peacetime duty in 
the Philippines discovered just 
how much grit, bravery and raw 
determination they had, when 
forces of the Empire of Japan 
bombed the Philippines and Pearl 
Harbor. The islands were imme¬ 
diately transformed from tropical 
paradise to war zone, and the 
nurses were just where no Ameri¬ 
can servicewomen were supposed 
to be, on the front lines of a bru¬ 
tal war. Under circumstances that 
would have tried the strongest 
men, these women worked to¬ 
gether to treat the sick and 
wounded, to maintain morale, 
and to do all in their power to 
keep themselves, their fellow cap¬ 
tives, and their patients alive. 

In We Band of Angels: The Un¬ 
told Story of American Nurses 
Trapped on Bataan by the Japan¬ 
ese, Elizabeth Norman’s inter¬ 
views with many of the surviving 
nurses are gritty, funny, and re¬ 
markably self-deprecating. Their 
determination to stay alive in 
order to care for the wounded re¬ 
sulted in the remarkable fact that 
“not one of them had been killed
